A.C. TLESING.’ 
TWO YEARS’ IMPRISONMENT. 
The United States Court was jammed yester- 
day morning with persons anxious to witness 
the sentencing of a number of the prominent 


members of the Chicago Whisky Ring. The 


parties most interested were early on hand, and 
were shown into the jury-box to await the dis- 
position of the Court. They were not kept long 
in suspense. Judge Blodgett was pretty 
punctual, and plunged right iuto business. 

As soon as he had taken his seat, he decided 
the Cullerton case, overruling both the motion 
for a new trial and the motion for arrest. Sen- 
tence was deferred. 

After a short pause, during which the hearts 
of the whisky-inen beat a little faster than 
usual, the Court said: I will now proceed to 
pass sentence in the cases which were called be- 
fore me last Monday morning. The first case is 
No. 192, the United State against Anton C. Hes- 
ing. Let the defendant come forward to the 
bar of the Court. 

There was quite a sensation in court as Mr. 
Hesing stepped out of the jury-box and took up 
a position in front of the bar. He looked ex- 
tremely dejected, and could scarce raise his 
eyes to look at the man who held his fate in his 
hand. 

The Court (continuing)—Mr. Hesing, I have 
already heard your counsel at length in regard

THE LAST PLEA. 

Mr. Hesing, after a painful pause, addressed 
Court slowly as follows:

have technically erred, I have not been guilty of 
eny criminality, in my opinion. I have not 
taken an oath of office: Ihave not sedjced any- 
body; I have not participated in any/frauds; I 
have not assisted in the running or iy the carry- 
ing on of any distillery. I simply 
stockholder in a concern where it has been 
roven, or acknowledged, that they have de- 
rauded the Government.

1 have been instrumental, in 1868, when I inade | 
the fight here against fraud and corruption in 


this city, and had the officers removed and 
honest men appointed, I have been able to re- 
ceive that office myself twice from the hands of 
President Grant, and cach time I have refused. 
Misfortune has made me to participate in the 
distillery business, in which I would not have 
engaged if it had not been to assist friends,— 
the same way which has been drawn out of my 
own statement by Mr. Ayer of the distillery in 
1369. I say that that stock I bought in that 
concern in order to help a friend that was poor,— 
Gen. Salomon, when he ges to be defeated 
at an clection here in this town. Four weeks 
afterwards I went to Europe and, did not par- 
ticipate in that distillery. Not a dishonest 
dollar has ever stuck to my fingers until mis- 
fortune has brought me to this trouble. And I 
will repeat again that when men are to receive 
immunity.—or I will add that if persons are to 
receive immunity for baving testified,—I will 
add that which has not been brought out on any 
trial: that before I was indicted, I went to the 
office of J. R. Jones and offered to furnish all 
necessary proof—not by myself, but through 
others who had informed me—against an officer 
who was then a Deputy Collector in_ this build- 
ing, and who now resides in Canada. If they 
had listened to me or to Mr. J. R. Jones, who 
told them this fact, that man ought to have 
been arrested, and would have been arrested 
like I was arrested on New Year’s eve, and in 
danger of being taken away from the bosom of 
my family. That man to-day is at liberty; and 
after me giving the informatlon that man acted 
here as Deputy Collector for months and 
months. 

This, your Honor, is all I have tosay. I beg 
of you again, treat me as leniently as your con- 
science will permit. 

THE SENTENCE. 

The Court, who, together with the audience, 
had listened attentively to his speech, then pro- 
cecded to pass sentence in the following terms: 

A plea of guilty has been entered on two 
counts in the indictment in this case. The first 
count charges the defendant with having con- 
spired with others to defraud the Government 
of the Unfted States. The second count charges 
that the defendant, being a distiller, did, with 
the intent to defraud, remove spirffs from a 
distillery. 

Tne plea to the conspiracy count requires, or 
rather authorizes, a sentence by fine not to ex- 
ceed $10,000, and imprisonment not to exceed 
two vears. I will add no, I hope, unnecessary 
words on this occasion, but will simply say that 
the evidence which has been adduced before this 
Court satisfies my mind that Mr. Hesing was 
one of the 12 8 in the scheme 
concocted in this city to defraud the Govern- 
ment. It is of little consequence whether he 
seduced Mr. Rehm or Mr. Rehm seduced him. 
They acted together. Mr. Hesing, for a series 
of years, received menee paid to him which he 
knew came from dis lers, and knew they 
were defrauding the Government and obtained 
that money by means of fraud. It was a scheme 
which involved necessarily the corruption of 
public officers, the a of the public service, 
and, as such, 1 can l upon it with no Gegres 
of allowance, I was ing to say. I can look 
with a certain degree of allowance upon the acts 
of distillers and even of Gaugers. and Storkeep- 
ers whose bread and the bread of gheir families 
depends upon their obeying the mandates of 
superiors in office, and who know that -y 
must acquiesce in fraud or be removed; but it 
is not the case with a person who is not an offi- 
cer, who becomes a party to a conspiracy which

GEORGE T. BURROUGHS.

THE START.

At a little before 2 o’clock Marshal Campbell 
assembled his Deputies, and announced that 
everything was in readiness. Mr. Hesing had 
ordered a carriage for himself and George Bur- 
roughs, and Mr. Campbell had ordered a bus 
for the rest.

The news of the sentences had spread rapidly, 
and on Clark street there was a goodly crowd 
waiting for a’glimpse of the party. Along the 
curb on the shady side of the street, there were 
lines of spectators, and at the Tivoli there was 
a crowd of sympathizers. There had been jok- 
ing, and expressions scarcely complimentar 
sometimes, until the bus came in sight, wit 
its load of well-dressed and dignified gentlemen, 
and then the murmurs changed to sympathy, 
with many a regret for the seyerity of the sen- 
tences.

WELCOMED WITH HOSPITABLZ HANDS. 

Around the corner of Michigan street, and 
into the alley, and through the Jail gate into 
the yard. Half a dozen curiosity-lovers had 
assembled in the alley, and the back windows 
of the County Building looking Out on the yard 
were filled with spectators. The ’bus backed 
up to the narrow staircase, and the prisoners 
alighted.

In the office they were visited y a 
number of friends, and, for three or four hours, 
it partook more of the nature of a reception 
than an imprisonment. The little room to one 
side was given up to the excursionists, and 
there they received their friends and talked 
over matters and things, and listened to bul- 
letins of outside opinions with enviable com- 
placency. 

There was some little trouble about a room 
for them, but it was finally agreed that they 
should have the witnesses’ apartment, a large, 
pleasant, cool room, on the upper floor. As 
soon as this was settled, they appeared to be 
contented, and gave themselves no further un- 
easiness until ° 

THE QUESTION OF FINE 
cameup. When the commitments were made 
out they fixed the terms of imprisonment and 
the amount of the fine, but did not provide that 
the prisoners should stand committed until the 
fine was paid. Under the commitments as they 
stand, Reed would come out to-day at 11 
o'clock, and pay his fine or not as he pleased. 
This was fully discussed. In the meantime the 
omission was discovered by the officials, and late 
in the afternoon Deputy Marshai Bird came in 
and announced that Judge Drummond had 
made the correction in the absence of Judge 
Blodgett, and that all hands would stay. until 
the fines were paid, or until they were dis- 
charged under the ‘insolvent debtors act.

Scores upon scores of friends called, and among 
Mr. Hesing’s visitors were some of the most 
prominent Germans in the town. Merchants 
and members of the Board of Trade flocked in, 
and the room was crowded with friends and 
sympathizers. Cots, mattresses, and hammocks 
were brought in and arranged, and in a little 
while the room partook of the aspect of a hotel 
during Convention times. Many a man of the 
party has been more inconvenienced camping 
out, and on a sleeping car, than he was in his 
new quarters last night, and it seemed as though 
they took kindly to the stern fate that had over- 
taken them. 

SEVERAL OF THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
called in, and promised the use of the Grand 
Jury room for the reception of families. The 
room will be fitted up and furnished and occu- 
pied by the prisoners during the day, and the 
only inconvenience will be a little crowding at 
night. 

After everything had been settled they sat 
down for a eomfortable chat, more like gentle- 
men in their home than senterfced men in 
durance. At an early hour they retired, worn 
out with the excitement of the day. 

And now comes a little section of the law 
which may curtail the pleasure of the club.

Cars May, N. J., June 18.—The murmur of

There will be a very general sense of dis- 
appointment and regret that the dishonest 
Gauger Hitgrets has escaped punishment by 
flight. The people of Chicago had many old 
scores against this fellow which they hoped 
might be partially expunged by the penalty 


he would pay for perjuring himself as a Gov- 


ernment official and helping to rob the peo- 
ple who employed and trusted him. 
Hiwpreta is a most confirmed scoun- 
drel, and has long been 2 public 
nuisance. The fact that he has lived 
chiefly for many years upon his position as 
Alderman—to which no salary is attached— 
has been external evidence of his corruption 
in city affairs, of which moreover there is 
more direct evidence. But, though it has 
been generally believed that he was the chief 
of the old Council Ring, and one of the 
principal beneficiaries of certain horse-rail- 
road and gas jobs, he could never be reached ; 
and now that he has been overtaken by the 
United States Government, hnd confessed his 
guilt, it is a little exasperating to think of 
his escaping punishment. The only sym- 
pathy this man Hipretra would have had if 
he had been sent to the Penitentiary 
would have come from the Acting Mayor, 
whose intimate and ardent supporter he was, 
and a certain class of his pals in official 
bummerism. The only consolation decent 
pegple can find at his escape is that he may 
possibly never dare to come back,—e con- 
summation devoutly to be wished. 
THE WHISKY SENTENCES. 

The beginning of the end is approaching 
in the Chicago whisky cases. It will be pos- 
sible in a very few days for the public to 
make up its final judgment as to whether the 
work in behalf of the Government has been 
done faithfully, fairly, and thoroughly. 
Such judgment neither Judge nor Prosecut- 
ing Attorneys can avoid. It would be pre- 
mature, however, to make it up on a basis of 
the sentences that were pronounced yester- 
day, since only a part of the cases were dis- 
posed of, and it cannot be known how the 
others will be treated till they are presented 
to the Court. All those sentencedso far be- 
long to what is know as the second 
batch”—that is, those indicted on the evi- 
dence of the “‘ first batch” before the Grand 
Jury. Many of the cases in the 
second batch” still remain. Lawrence 
and BALLAxTTNE'Ss ease wag certified to Judge 
Dummonp’s court, and has not yet been 
tried; Kr and Kim have withdrawn 
their plea of “* guilty,” which was put in as 
to one count on an understanding of their 
counsel which the Government does not 
agree to; there is a host of Gaugers and 
Storekeepers who have pleaded guilty ; and 
Jaxx Reum’s case stands out conspicuously 
as not having yet been presented for sen- 
tence, though the indictment was found 
against him at the same time as against Hes- 
mo and Buffalo” Mrutzr, who have now 
begun serving out their terms in jail. 

Nearly all, if not all, the persons belonging 
to the first batch have furnished valuable 
testimony for the Govérnment, and most of 
those who were indicted on their information 
have either pleaded guilty or been convicted 
on trial. Not so, however, with the so-called 
„ squealers of the second batch,” of whom 
Ja RA was the chief, and who tried 
to save themselves in the same way. 
Munn, Warp, and Wapsworts were indicted 
on Renw’s testimony; but the story he 
told on the witnéss-stand bore so many evi- 
dences of distortion and improbability that 
the jury could not separate the lies from the 
truth, and so brought in a verdict of acquit- 
tal as to Munn. The cases against Warp and 
Wapsworts were then abandoned by the 
Government, because they also rested en- 
tirely on Rx evidence, which nobody be- 
lieved. It is also understood that Mr. Was- 
WORTH’s counsel was prepared to show up 
Jaxx Reuw’s full record in the Whisky Ring, 
to demonstrate the means whéreby he forced 
the distillers into it who wanted to run 
** straight,” to trace to him some $400,000 of 
blackmail which he had levied, and to prove 
that he had received about a quarter of a 
million dollars more than he had distributed. 
This would have made the Wapswokrrts trial 
peculiarly interesting tothe public, though 
it was by no means necessary for the pur- 
pose of convincing anybody that Rerum lied 
when he said he had paid out all the money 
which he had extorted from the distillers, 

Of the sentences passed yesterday there 
seems a judicious and proper estimate by 
Judge Biogertt of the relative guilt of the 
different distillers. Three months’ imprison- 
ment and $1,000 fine as a punishment for 
men who were in some sense unwilling mem- 
bers of the Ring, and who joined it under 
the whip of the Ringleader to save their 
property, will not be regarded as too lenient ; 
nor can it fairly be looked upon as excessive, 
in view of the enormity of the offense. It 
should be remembered that from many of 
them a large part of plunder will be re- 
covered by the con n of their property. 
Buffalo Mines sentence was increased 
to $3,000 and six months in the County 
Jail. We think the distinction was a proper 
one, because he was, besides being a distiller, 
a public official; and, though not in the 
service of the United States Government, 
his official character as County Treasurer 
(dividing the profits of that office with 
Hao) rendered his case the more scandal- 
ous. It is not so easy to explain why 
Grondx T. Burroveags’ sentence was stretched 
out to one year, though he was the active 
partner of Dickenson, AnL & Co. He is 
about the only one of the distillers who is 
believed to have told the truth relative to the 


RN had sworn that he had received only 
about $115,000 in all. 

The chief public interest centred in Mr. 
Hama, who was sentenced to a fine of 
$5,000 and to two years in the County Jail. 
There was much sympathy felt and ex-

recoil which is not easily expressed at the 
announcement that a man who has been 
so conspicuously before the public as Mr. 
Hramo should be consigned to the common 
jail for two years. Besides, he has always 
had many warm personal friends, who natu- 
rally work up this sympathy. There was 
another large class who refused to pronounce 
the Hzesino sentence fair and just until the 
sentence of Rerum should be made known; 
most people, in fact, will estimate it by this 
gauge, Ream being confessedly the head devil 
of the whole conspiracy. At the same time, 
Mr. HxsWa's claim to be classed among the 
distillers merely, and treated as such, is not 
a good one. From the evidence in the Munn 
case, and partly by his own admission, Hes- 
No was a sharer of blackmail money as well 
as the profits of illicit distilling, and, while 
commanding and always professing to merit 
the confidenee of a large part of this com- 
munity, he was abusing it by political cor- 
ruption of various kinds. While fully sym- 
pathizing with Mr. Hesrme’s family and 
friends, justice scarcely permits an estimate 
of his punishment as too severe, if all the 
other guilty men are punished in proportion 
to their relative responsibility. 

As to thie squealers,“ so-called: If we re- 
call correctly the rule of law laid down by 
Judge BToporrr some months ago, it is 
necessary that a co-conspirator shall have 
furnished valuable evidence for the prosecu- 
tion before he will be entitled to immunity ; 
but in that case immunity follows as a mat- 
ter of right. This rule, which is undoubted- 
ly good law if we represent Judge BLopcetr 
correctly, will save the “‘ first batch” of dis- 
tillers and the Gaugers who have furnished 
the testimony for convictions. It does not, 
however, cover the case of Jak Rex, since 
his testimony can scarcely be called ‘‘ valua- 
ble,” when it was really the basis for Munn’s 
acquittal, and when the Government was 
forced to abandon all the cases that depended 
on it. The practice of taking State's evi- 
dence in the State Courts is for the witness 
who offers it to plead not guilty,” anda 
nolle is entered after the testimony is given. 
But a nolle cannot be entered in Reum’s 
case, even if there were a dispo- 
sition to do so on the part of 
the Government counsel, because he has 
pleaded ‘‘guilty.” We do not, therefore, 
credit the rumor that he will not even be 
presented for sentence. Such a course would 
excite a public indignation that would go be- 
yond the Government counsel, and make it- 
self heard even in the court-room and at the 
Washington Government. Jake Rexm must, 
of course, be presented along with others 
who are guilty, and we know no valid reason 
to suspect that the Government counsel will 
particularly recommend him to mercy, since 
he deceived them, nor that the Judge will 
neglect to give him the full measure of pun- 
ishment as chief of the Ring and manipu- 
lator of the Government service, in due 
proportion to the punishment of the others. 
The sentence passed upon the distillers, and 
Hesrno, and Buffalo MiLLEI, would indi- 
cate that Reum and the Government officials 
who have not escaped have been reserved for 
the Penitentiary. This will complete a suc- 
cessful prosecution of the Chicago Whisky 
Ring, and furnish a most timely and needful 
corrective for that condition of public morals 
which thinks it no crime to rob the Govern- 
ment, 


THE ELECTION OF MAYOR. 

The special election for Mayor will take 
place on the 12th of July. The people of 
Chicago last April, aroused by the disgrace- 
ful frauds upon the ballot-boxes, the open 
defiance of public morality and decency, and 
the boasted supremacy of the criminal 
classes, gave one day to the election of Al- 
dermen, and the result was the choice of a 
City Council which, for the high personal 
character of its members, has never been 
equaled in this city. We have now a better 
City Council than we have had for twenty 
years. The Council was never so free of 
adventurers and jobbers, of speculators and 
corruptionists, as it is at this time, and has 
never had such a large proportion of first- 
class business men among its members. All 
that is needed to complete this Government 
is a first-class citizen in the office of Mayor. 

It is understood that Mr. Col vx will not 
be a candidate for re-election. The City of 
Chicago is a large business corporation whose 
affairs are insad confusion. The business of 
the city is not in the least sentimental; it is 
painfully practical, being mainly involved in 
the problem of how to make both ends meet 
with an empty treasury and alarge debt pay- 
able on demand. Like the business of any 
other corporation, it requires to be handled 
by business men in a business manner, and 
at this particular. time the necessity for a 
business man in the office of Mayor is im- 
perative. This is no time to elect a man 
merely to compliment him. The city needs 
a Mayor competent to take charge of its com- 
plicated affairs, and bring order out of con- 
fusion and embarrassment. It wants a man 
who has shown his business capacity by the 
success in which he has attended to his own 
business; a man who is thoroughly familiar 
with city affairs, and acquainted with all its 
embarrassments, and with its resources; a 
man of personal character and standing, one 
in whose personal and official representations 
confidence may be placed. Such a man in 
the Mayor’s office at this time will be of in- 
calculable benefit to the city in countless 
ways. It would be a restoration of Govern- 
ment in this city the like of which we have 
not had for nearly twenty years. 

There ought to be no difficulty in selecting 
such a man for nomination, or in his election. 
A number of persons have been suggested, 
among others Mr. Monroz Heats, who so 
faithfully served the city in the Council dur- 
ing the reign of the corrupt majority of that 
body. He has ripe experience and valuable 
personal familiarity with all the details 
of city affaira Mr. Cuartes E. Conver, 
ex-President of the Board of Trade, has also 
been strongly commended, as has Mr. Gzorce 
Armovr, also an honored member of the same 
body. These gentlemen are all Republicans, 
as it is fitting the candidate nominated by a 
Republican Convention should be. But they 
are, nevertheless, men who have a standing 
in the community as merchants and men of 
integrity, wholly inde; e ident of their politics. 
They are all men either of whom as Mayor 
of the city would be entirely unobjectiona- 
ble to any respectable citizen of any party. 

The City of Chicago has deeply suffered 
from the system of non-payment of taxes,— 
the law having ceased to be coercive. It is 
true that we have not had for years a City 
Government which has not enjoyed the full 
confidence of the public. The Common Coun- 
cil has always been an object of well-founded 
suspicion and distrust. But no such excuse 
or pretext can now be urged. The election 
of a respectable business man to the office 
of Mayor will give to Chicago a City Govern- 
ment which, for the rectitude and character 
of its members, is not excelled in any city of 
the country. One of the first duties of this 
Government will be to collect the unpaid 
taxes. ‘There are over one million of dollars | 
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of the taxes of 1874 locked up in a case pend- 
ingin the Supreme Court. There is no legal 
defense to the payment of these taxes,—the 
Court simply refused judgment of sale be- 
cause of a conflict of laws in which that pro- 
ceeding was rendered impossible. But the 
tax, as a lien, recoverable as a debt, and ad- 
hering to the property till paid, remains. 
Other taxes of other years, in like manner, 
are unpaid, and the city is paying heavy 
interest on money borrowed to make 
good the deficiencies in the revenue. 
In fact, all the financial difficul- 
ties of the city are the result 
of this non-payment of taxes. A compe- 
tent business man, accustomed to treating 
the collection of debts in a business way, 
and who instinctively requires that the op- 
eration shall be at least self-supporting, 
will naturally address himself to the task of 
collecting this outstanding revenue, which is 
amply secured by property. If the existing 
laws be insufficient to enforce the collection 
of this due and unpaid tax, it will be the 
duty of the Mayor and City Council to have 
prepared such laws as may be necessary, and 
to have them presented to the Legislature 
for enactment. It is impossible to carry on 
a Government if taxes are not paid ; and if 
taxes are not paid voluntarily, and there be no 
law to compel their payment, then the Gov- 
ernment must be abandoned. 

The people of Chicago should not permit 
this election of Mayor to go by default. If 
it be worth having a Mayor at all, it is worth 
while to have the right kind of a man in the 
office. Nominating Conventions will, of 
course, take notice that the city wants a 
Mayor to attend to its business, and that no 
other kind of a man can or ought to be 
elected. 


THE SUICIDE MANIA. 

Suicide in the United States is reaching a 
point where we are warranted in competing 
with France, both in the number of those who 
shuffle off the mortal coil, and in the unique 
methods and motives of the operation. The 
uncouth Indiana farm-hand, whose machine 
for self-murder has already been described 
in these columns, has never been rivaled by 
any madman in France in cool and horrible 
ingenuity, and the papers during the past 
week or two have contained narratives of 
suicide, the motives for which are as strange 
and unaccountable as ever impelled any 
Frenchman to jump the life to come. This 
mania for suicide is worth the attention of 
the moralists and the psychologists, 
not alone for the alarming fre- 
quency of its manifestations but for 
the apparent insufficiency of cause that 
leads to it in so many cases. There are 
instances where suicide is not an unnat- 
ural crime. A man may be afflicted with 
a painful and incurable disease. He may 
have suffered agonies with it for years until 
life grows to be a burden and death isa 
happy release, and rather than suffer on 
withont hope he takes his life and ends his 
misery. A man may be broken down in 
health, hopelessly ruined in business, perse- 
cuted with creditors, deserted by his friends, 
and see no avenue of escape from his suffer- 
ings except by self-murder. A man in an 
unguarded moment may have committed 
some dishonorable action, and unable to en- 
dure his shame or to bear the pricks and 
stings of conscience he frees himself from 
his mental torture in the only possible way. 
In all these cases, although they show a 
lack of courage, there is a sufficient motive. 
It has operated since the creation of the 
world and will continue to do so to the end 
of the world, assuming that cowardly people 
will live until that time. 

There are numerous cases, however, in 
which no decent cause can be shown, and 
some for which there is no cause, decent or 
indecent. In New Jersey, the other day, 
one little girl attempted to take her life be- 
cause she had been naughty and felt badly 
about it, and another because her little com- 
panion had died and would be lonesome in 
Heaven without her. It might be possible 
for a very maudlin person to extract a grain 
of sentimentalism out of these juvenile sui- 
cides, but the average opinion of sensible 
people will be that, if the parents of these 
precocious self-murderers had been more 
profuse in the use of the birch upon their 
darlings, they would have had more sense. 
In Atlanta, Ga., a few days since, Miss LuV 
Hanrgison, a school-girl of 15, daughter of 
the most prominent Methodist clergyman of 
that city, threw herself into the river-rapids 
and was drowned. The Columbus (Ga.) Sun 
says that, On reaching the bank, which is 
about 40 yards slope to the water, she discov- 
ered a Mr. Names, who, standing not far off, 
she thought, and correctly too, was watching 
her. She immediately rushed for the river. 
Mr. Names pursued her. When he was within 
40 feet of her she had reached the water's edge 
che tore her collar loose in front, looked 
around with a smile as though exulting over 
a conquest, gave three swings and leaped 
from the rock.” A very melodramatic exit 
from the world, but no cause is known why 
the young girl should wish to make any exit 
at all. In New York City, last Sunday, a 
young lad of 16, clerk in a banking-house, 
shot himself, and no cause is known why he 
did it. Sometimes the motive for suicide 
verges on the ridiculous, as in the case of 
Drepricu Braun.iesen, 62 years of age, and 
old enough to have known better. This 
precious fool cut his venerable throat be- 
cause his second wife refused to go with him 
and assist him paying his respects to the 
grave of his first wife. The only creditable 
feature of the affair is that he had the good 
taste to cut his own throat, instead of getting 
mad with the second Mrs. BaaunLizsen and 
cutting hers, 

For the suicide of fools and madmen, of 
grown-up male idiots and adult maudlin 
women, we may at least invent some excuse, 
but what excuse will be sufficient to explain 
this dreadful propensity of children to com- 
mit self-murder? What possible cause can 
there be that the dawning of life should be 
so clouded over? Young life never has a de- 
nouement of tragedy. There is no situation 
in childhood so desperate and distressing that 
there is not a strong probability of relief. 
The sky is not always overclouded in youth. 
The storm and shine alternate in every young 
life, however hard the circumstances of its 
surroundings may be. Despair only springs 
from the accumulations of years and the 
buffetings of fate continujng until the vic- 
tim is no longer able to endure them. The 
cause of these juvenile suicides is hard to 
find, because, in a natural, healthy child, the 
whole course and condition of life tend in an 
opposite direction. The New York Tribune, 
ina recent discussion of this subject, says 
very pertinently : 

Many a boy has been ruined for life by a mis- 
understanding of his idiosyncrasies on the part of 
those to whom his culture was confided. If ne has 
naturally a bad temper, or is continually despond- 
ing, orif there is an abnormal development of his 
— ie of his curiosity, he may, whenever 
sufficiently and peculiarly excited, seek gratifica- 
tion or relief through a resource about which he 
does not stop to reason. This may specially be the 
case with children of an epileptic diathesis. It is 
for parents carefully to watch their charges, and 
fully to comprehend, if possible, their peculiari- 


tiks, adapting culture and discipline to each 
particular case. 

This view of the case might be emphasized 
by calling attention to the importance of 
Watching the reading of such a child. A 
child who is morbid in temperament or over- 
sentimental in its imaginings may find an 
impelling cause towards suicide in the reams 
of sickly swash that are issued from some of 
our publication houses, both in the shape of 
newspapers and books. They will lead a 
child of this kind just as surely towards 
suicide as they will lead a child of immoral 
tendencies towards crime. Whatever may 
be the cause, however, the fact exists, and 
the fact is of a consequence so alarming as 
to demand the earnest attention of the 
moralists. 


CONSOLIDATE THE CHARITIES. 

There was recently printed in Tux Trrz- 
UNE a list of fifty or moreg charitable institu- 
tions in New York City which have recently 
been benefited by contributions from Mrs. 
A. T. Stewart, to the amount of $75,000. 
We have no disposition to comment upon 
this graceful and generous act on Mrs. 
Srewart's part. Charity is always commend- 
able. especially in view of its rarity ; but this 
enormous list of institutions, which is far 
from being complete, suggests one impor- 
tant consideration, which grows out of its 
very length, namely: the great wastage of 
money in caring for these institutions which 
are devoted to maintaining officials or main- 
taining public establishments to give officials 
something todo. The same evil exists here, 
and in every other large city of the country, 
and it suggests at once the absolute’ necessi- 
ty of consolidating all classes of charities of 
the same general character. so that they 
may have the same officials and pay- 
rolls. In the large cities, immense buildings 
are owned, with large capital invested, or are 
leased at heavy rentals ; tax, gas, and water 
bills have to be paid; an army of matrons, 
assistants, and servants is employed ; and there 
is an almost wicked waste of money to ‘take 
care of a mere handful of destitute or un- 
fortunate people. If these New Tork in- 
stitutions were investigated, it would be 
seen that more than one-half, perhaps two- 
thirds, of the entire contributions of charita- 
ble people are eaten up in the running ex- 
penses,—a large proportion of which goes 
into the pockets of useless officials. Proba- 
bly 33 per cent of the entire amount repre- 
sents what goes upon the backs and into the 
stomachs of the inmates. The system of 
maintaining public charities as it now exists 
has become a chronic abuse all over the 
country, and we have only to look at 
home to be convinced of the necessity of an 
immediate reform. We have two or three 
times too many charitable institutions in Chi- 
cago, maintained apart from each other and 
running as separate institutions. Every at- 
tempt at consolidation heretofore has been 
combated by interested cliques, who. either 
waht the glory and publicity of running them, 
or who are making a living out of the contri- 
butions of the charitable. Our public chari- 
tieware rapidly becoming the homes for idle 
pensioners and dead-beats, who are eating up 
the money contributed for the afflicted. 
There is no need of so many institutions. 
They are established in the interest of cler- 
ical idlers, of men who have axes to grind, 
and of ladies who want to appear benevolent 
in print and have their names published 
once a year in a gilt-edged pamphlet, 
the issue of which alone oftentimes costs 
about as much as the expenses of the unfor- 
tunate whose names do notappearinit. We 
have urged the importance of consolidating 
charitable institutions before in Tue TR UN x, 
and the publication of the enormous list of 
charities living upon Mrs. Stewart suggests 
the matter afresh. The evil is growing all 
the time. The number of officials increases 
and the inmates get less and less every year. 
If there is any way in which the burdens of 
the public can be lessened, it ought to be 
tried, and this is not only practicable and 
feasible, but an imperative duty. It is a 
measure in the interest of the unfortunate 
themselves. By a consolidation they would 
be better cared for, which is certainly more 
important than the public maintenance of an 
army of idle official paupers. 
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REORGANIZATION OF THE POLICE. 
A Committee of the Common Council and 


Superintendent Hickey are endeavoring to 
reorganize the police force of Chicago, hav- 
ing in view the increased efficiency of the 
body and a reduction of expenses. It is no 
easy matter to establish an efficient police 
force, and this difficulty is increased when 
appointments to the police are a matter of 
favor to ward politicians or for party pur- 
poses. There should be no more partisan- 
ship in the selection of policemen than in 
the selection of troops. The duty of a 
policeman is an important one. He should 
be able-bodied, of sound health, capable of 
much endurance, of at least average intelli- 
gence, and be reasonably familiar with the 
law pertaining to his office. His qualifica- 
tions should be above those of an ordinary 
laborer. He is a man necessarily clothed 
with discretionary powers, and at times with 
serious responsibilities. He has to encoun- 
ter personal danger, be brought suddenly 
into violent contact with desperate men, and 
should be physically and intellectually equal 
to the emergency. It is needless to add that he 
should be sober, vigilant, andhonest. Though 
there are ten men seeking places on the po- 
lice force to the one who can be appointed, 
it is safe to say that not more than one out 
of each ten is in all respects fit for the place, 
and that unfortunately under our system 
this one is rarely ever appointed. The rule 
of appointment hitherto has been that the 
designation of the great body of the force 
has been delegated to the Aldermen, and in this 
way each Alderman has had as an official per- 
quisite the appointment of ten or more police- 
men. His constituents—that is, the ward 
loafers and bummers—take care that he shall 
at no time be represented on the force by less 
than his full proportion. A police force 
thus selected and constituted is not capable 
of being made efficient. It is made up on 
the rule that the place is to be provided for 
the man, instead of the proper rule that the 
man should be qualified forthe place. Capt. 
Hickey frankly concedes that at least 100 
men now on the force might be removed to 
make room for as many other men fit for the 
duties. 

At present all the men are paid the same 
wages. The able-bodied, intelligent, and 
vigilant officer is paid no more than the sot 
or loafer who holds his place by Aldermanic 
or other political protection. Merit ceases to 
be a distinction, and influence is the over- 
ruling qualification. This is unjust, and there 
can be no efficiency so long as there is no re- 
ward or inducement for faithful performance 
of duty. The force should therefore be graded, 
and the salary should be graded accordingly. 
No man should be continued on the force one 
day who does not meet the full requisites of 
the office ; and continued service, being of it- 
self evidence of fitness and fidelity, should 
be rewarded with promotion. Assuming 
$1,000 a year to be the maximum pay of a 


patrolman, the force might be divided into 
three grades. 1. The recruit, who during a 
period of six months might be paid $500 a 
year. 2. The patrolman, who should receive 
$750 the first year, and $50 a year increase 
un il his pay reached $900, or until promot- 
ed to (3) the first class of patrolmen, receiving 
$1,000 a year. All appointments to be made 
to the class of recruits, and all Sergeants and 
Captains to be appointed from men who 
have gone through the force. A force 
of 450 patrolmen might be thus divided: 
First class, 250; second class, 150; re- 
cruits, 50. Any officer guilty of any,offense, 
or falling into prohibited habits or otherwise 
becoming unfit, should be dropped perempto- 
rily. In no case should the force be made 
an asylum for men whose services are not 
worth the sum paid them. In such a classi- 
fication there would be every inducement 
for improvement and fidelity. The great 
reward of promotion would be held out 
as the price of fidelity. Competent men 
would enter the force at the compara- 
tively low pay in consideration of the perma- 
nency of the place and the advance which 
will follow an attention to duty. 

We do not share in the judgment that will 
reduce the pay of competent policemen to 
that of ordinary laborers’ wages. These men 
are, or ought to be, selected men,—selected 
for their physical ability, for their correct 
habits, and for their capacity to perform 
intelligently their important duties. They 
work 365 days in the year, and twelve hours 
of laborious service each day. They carry 
their lives in their hand always, are the 
special objects of revenge from the desper- 
ate and vicious classes, and have no rests or 
vacations. Their business is on the street, 
by day and by night, at all seasons. They 
are exposed to all manner of casualties, and 
are liable to countless occurrences disabiing 
them from all active employment. In this 
respect they differ from all other of the city 
employer, except the firemen; and, instead 
of the police being selected from all other 
of the city’s servants for an arbitrary reduc- 
tion of salaries, they might well be made an 
exception from the general reduction. But, 
whether their salaries be reduced or not, the 
force should be graded ; it should be relieved 
of the incompetents that now crowd its 
ranks ; and the increased efficiency which 
such classification will give to the force will 
be equal to the addition of 100 men to the 
force as now made up and operated. 


A LESSON OF THE CONVENTIONS. 

The National Convention which has just 
been held in Cincinnati and the Convention 
to be held this week in St. Louis teach one 
lesson in common, namely : the absurdity of 
selecting two such cities as places for Nation- 
al Conventions. The lesson was palpable in 
Cincinnati before the Convention was over; 
it is palpable in St. Louis before the Conven- 
tion is in session. There 1s no complaint to 
be made of the manner in which the dele- 
gates to Cincinnati were tréated. The peo- 
ple were hospitable, the living was good, and 
there was a general disposition to make the 
crowd as comfortable as possible. Every- 
thing was done so far as the facilities would 
allow, but the facilities were not sufficient. 
There were many drawbacks to person- 
al comfort, however. The weather was ex- 
cessively hot. Cincinnati is always hot. The 
delegates perspired, sweltered, wilted, under 
the blazing sun. The meansof transporta- 
tion to the Convention building were mea- 
grely insufficient, and crowds of delegates, 
as well as spectators, were obliged to walk a 
mile and a half in the ardent heat, and back 
again, after the tiresome work of the day. 
The hotels were insufficient to properly ac 
commodate their guests. The Convention 
building itself, apart from its distance from 
the heart of the city, was insufficient to ac- 
commodate the crowds wh® wanted to obtain 
admission. Convention week, therefore, was 
a week of discomfort, not from any omission 
on the part of the people, or from any in- 
tention to be discourteous, but because Cin- 
cinnati has not the facilities for handling 
National Conventions, and is not con- 
veniently located. The same causes which 


| operate to make Cincinnati ineligible exist 


in St. Louis, only in larger degree. St. 
Louis is a hotter and more uncomfortable 
city than Cincinnati. For Republican pur- 
poses, it isa city of bad water; for Demo- 
crats, of bad whisky. It has no cool air to 
temper its torrid heat. The delegates will 
be walled in with brick and stone, shutting 
out the breezes. It has but one hotel capa- 
ble of accommodations that are first-class. 
It has no place fit for the holding of a Con- 
vention, and out of sheer despair the people 
have had to select the Chamber of Com- 
merce, for which there is no particular com- 
mercial use. This is comparatively a small 
room, and so badly constructed that speakers 
cannot be heard across it. It can only ac- 
commodate a handful of people, and what 
little space there is has been mostly monopo- 
lized by members of the Chamber. A rural 
delegate has already written to the 
St. Louis papers protesting against 
the ‘‘ disposition by St. Louis to appropriate 
most of the room in the hall to her own use 
and benefit, to the exclusion of the rest of 
the State and distinguished visitors from 
other States.” The St. Louis Republican 
faintly ‘‘ acknowledges the corn as follows: 
Rural“ delegates will have their due and fair 
proportion of the tickets of admission, and they 
must share with the National Committee the effect 
of the disappointments of the thousands who will 
not be able to get into the hall. Some St. Louis 
people, doubtless, will have a chance to witness 
the proceedings, and it may not be entirely possible 
to restrain curiosity on the part of leading men who 
have contribfited their money and time to embellish 
the hall and arrange for the convenience and com- 
fort of the delegates; but, as for any disposition to 
crowd out strangers or to monopolize the space 
allotted to spectators, there is nothing of it, that 
we have heard of, with some opportunities to hear. 


Imagine Chicago apologizing for want of 
room! We have in this city an elegant 
building capable of accommodating 50,000 
people. If either of the Conventions had 
come here and we had had no building, we 
should have erected one, as in the first L. 
OOLN campaign. We presume by this time 
the managers of both parties have discovered 
their mistake. Hereafter they will be com- 
pelled to take into account the superior ad- 
vantages which Chicago offers, and the pe- 
culiar facilities it has for handling such large 
bodies as National Conventions. These ad- 
vantages are cool weather, pure air, the best 
water in the world, the largest and coolest 
Convention building in the country, the finest 
and most numerous hotels, railroad connection 
with every point. The smartest newspaper 
press, the most accom reporters (Chi- 
cago reporters had to give the Cincinnati news 
to the whole country), and every possible 
means of accommodation, comfort, and con- 
wenience. The reasons for locating the Con- 
ventions in St. Louis and Cincinnati were as 
absurd as the selections. The Democrats went 
to St. Louis because there was no simon-pure, 
reliable Democratic paper in Chicago, forget- 
ting that they could procure in this city ab- 
solutely verbatim reports of their proceed- 
ings. The Republicans went to Cincinnati 
because Mr. Morton thought his chances

COUNT LOUIS JOSEPH NARCISSE MARCHAND. 

On Thursday last Count Louis Josxru Nar- 
cisss Marcuanp, the faithful follower of 
Naror zo I., died in Paris, in the 85th year of 
his age.

A letter from Milwaukee states that the farmers 
in Southern Minnesota are panic stricken, and de- 
livering nothing. 

It is now proposed to abolish the Hessian fly by 
giving him two years in the County Jail. That 
would at least give the farmers a rest. 

A letter from Waseca, Minn., says the farmers 
there are badly in trouble. The wheat crop is gone 
up. They will not have over one-half, if they 
have one-quarter, of a crop this year. A good 
many “farmers are plowing up the ground 
and holding the wheat they have on 
hand. The writer does not assume to 
know what is the matter. He says that some 
think it is owing to wet land and a very hot sun in 
May. Others say itis owing to a small worm in 
the root of the plant. The wheatturns yellow and 
dies in consequence. Some call this the Hessian 
fly. The people in that sectiqn all begin to feel 
blue. Mostof the wheat is only 10 to 12 inches 
high. The writer thinks this is on account of the 
fact that so much poor wheat was used for seed. 
lle says that county will not have any wheat to 
sell this year, and may have to buy. Corn and 
oats are looking well. . 

A letter from Rushford, Minn, which is in the 
heart of the district said to be ravaged by the Hes- 
sian fly, says: Wheat looks a little poor, from 
wet and cold, but there is no Hessian fly here, nor 
anywhere about here. 

It is suggested that the Board of Trade rules 
should be amended so as to provide that deliveries 
of property on contracts shall not be in order on 
Saturdays after 2 o'clock,—the hotr at which the 
banks close. The reasons for making the change 
are important; they are also too well known to 
parties in the trade to need description.

THE TURF. 
THE PROSPECTS HEREABOUTS. 

The West has for several years been growing 
in importance as the homeof fine trotting stock, 
and can now safely claim that more fine horses 
for this gait are raised here than in all other 
sections of the country combined. The runner, 
or racer, and the race itself (as distinguished 
from the trot), are of comparatively recent in- 
troduction as a well-attended, popular sport. It 
is easy to see that this class of horse-breeding is 
an overflow from Kentucky and the other more 
Southern States, and it is greatly to the credit 
of Illinois and the other Northwestern States, 
that they have within a few years made so con- 
siderable a progress in the raising and training 
of blooded horses. 

The best and most accessible tracks and train- 
ing grounds in the West have always been those 


at 
DEXTER PARK; 

and though the fortunes of that racing sta- 
tion have been numerous and varied, the loy- 
ers of the sports of the turf are to be congratu- 
lated on the success which has attended Col. 
Mansur’s management, and on the promise 
which he holds out of the best running and trot- 
ting this year. 

It has been announced that two meetings 
would be held at the Park this year, the first to 
take place June 30 to July 4, both inclusive, and 
the second July 18 to 21. The first of these 
meetings is laid out largely for racers, compris- 
ing ten premiums for that class, with one for 
pacers, and three for trotters.

COURT-HOUSE STONE. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 
Cuicaco, June 24.—The question of material 

for the new Court-House is receiving a great 
deal of attention in building and stone circles, 
and judging from the reports of the meeting 
Friday of the Committee of the County Board 
having the matter in charge, with the different 
stone men, is no nearer a solution than before. 
Their entire deliberations seem to come to 
naught, through the incompetency, ignorance, 
or dishonesty of the majority. With low, 
responsible bidders, figuring to do the work 
with the best and most durable building ma- 
teria] in the United States, aside from granite, 
easy of access and in practically fmexhaustible 
quantity (I refer of course to Lemont lime- 
stone), this dickering and quibbling seems 
to practical people to be entirely unnecessary. 
The idea of any one of the Lemont quarries be- 
ing capable alone of furnishing all the material 
required for the building is one not honestly en- 
tertained by a single bidder for the entire cut- 
stone work. The first-class cutting-stock of all 
the quarries, excepting Walker’s upper 
quarry,“ is almost one and the same in quality 
aud texture, all being magnesian lime-stone and 

uarried from the same ledges or strata of rock, 
the line fences between the quarries having no 
effect whatever upon the character or quality of 
the rock on either side. Walker’s “u 
quarry,’’ noted as an exception, is located a little 
higher up the valley than any of the others, and 
the thick stone —— 1 — is from — 
occupying a geo Ci igher position, w 

led 8 a 24 un dat. N and are not found 
in the quarries farther down the valley. The 
quality of the stone found fn this quarry is, 
to use the term employed by Ald. Kerber before 
the Committee, of a “‘chalky’’ nature, and con- 
sequently not as durable as the hard, firm, and 
thiner stratas, although it is much sought after 
by some stone-cutters on account of the ease 
with which it is worked, and not forits endur- 
a ee 

he assertion made before the Committee by 

Ald. Kerber, that the stones from the different 
quarries would have a checkered appearance, is 
one which a person of his experience and stand- 
ing would not have made on sober second 
thought, and can only be accounted for on his 
supposition that the careless, reckless manner 
in which a large portion of the lime-stone work 
has been done in this city since the fire by irre- 
sponsible and unprincipled stone-cutters has 
become the rule instead of the exception. 
As evidence of the identical nature 
of the stone from different quarries at 
Lemont, I would refer to the Field 
building erected last year by Marshall Field 
Esq., on the northeast corner of Monroe an 
Franklin streets. The stone in this building 
was obtained from six different quarries at Le- 
mont, and a building more uniform in color and 
texture cannot be found In the city. The time 
in which it was erected, only ninety days, made 
it imperatively necessary to get first-class stock 
from any of the quarries when it could be had. 
Of course, a thorough knowledge of the stone, 
as well as homent, Tediement and discretion, is 
necessary in selecting stock. It has been and 
now is acommon praetice amo some stone- 
cutters to buy inferior stone of the quarrymen 
at reduced prices, and use tne same for pu es 
and in places where only first-class material 
should used, and, of course, Lemont stone, 
and not the dishonest stone-cutter, has to 
bear the odfum. Such action is neces- 
sarily detrimental to the Lemont stone 
interest, and can only be partially excused by 
the plea of sharp competition and very low 
rices. It is to be hoped that our County 

oard will take an honest, practical, common- 
sense view of this matter, and at once cease 
“carrving coals to Newcastle’’ by refusing to 
entertain or consider the merits of inferior 
fo material while the best limestone in the 
world for strength, durability, and beauty of 
color lies at our doors in inexhaustible quantity.

THE KENTUCKY SHOWER. OF FLESH. 
fo the Editor af The Tribune. 

CricaGco, June 23.—I was somewhat amused 
at the very novel explanation, given in your col- 
umns last week, of the so-called “‘showers of 
flesh.“ At last we have a proper explanation 
of this much-talked of phenomenon. Mr. L. 
Brandeis writes to the Sanitarian for May: 

In 1537, while Paracelsus was engaged in the 
production of his ‘‘Elixir of Life.” he came 
across a very strange-looking vegetable mass, to 
which he gave the name off . The want 
of rapid transportation, combined with the perieh- 
able nature of the substances fallen, have hitherto 

revented a complete and exhaustive exam- 

nation. The speci the ‘*Kentuc 
shower,” city well 
preserved 4 has been 
comparatively the sub- 
stance, and to fix tus. 

wonder“ is nothing more nor less than the Nos- 
toc’ of the old alchemist. The Nostoc belongs to 
the conferve; it consists of translucent, gelatin- 
ous bodies, joined together by thread-like tubes 
or seed-bearers. There are about fifty species of 
this singular plant classified; two or three kinds 
have even been found in a fossil state. Like other 
conferve. the Nostoc propagates by self-division 
as well as by seeds orspores. these spores work 
their way out of the gelatinous envelope they may 
be wafted by the wind here and there, and they may 
be carried great distances. Wherever they may 
fall, and find congenia! soil, „: dampness or re- 
cent rain, they, will thrive and spread very rapidly, 
and many cases are recorded where they have 
covered miles of ground, in a very few hours, with 
long strings of Nostoc. 

On acconnt of this rapidity of growth, people al- 
most everywhere faithfully believe the Nostoc to 
fall from the clouas, and ascribe to it many mys- 
terious virtues. The plant is not confined to any 
special locality or to any climate; sown by the 
whirlwind, carried by a current of air, in need of 
moisture only for existence and support, it thrives 
everywhere. Icebergs afloat in midocean have 
been found covered withit. In New Zealand it is 
found in large masses of quaking jelly several feet 
in circumference, and covering miles of amp 
goil; and in onrown country it may be fouffl in 
damp woods, on meadows, and on marshy or even 
gravelly bottom. 

All the Nostocs are composed of a sem!-liquid 
cellulose and vegetable proteine. The edible Nos- 
toc is highly valued in China, where it forms an es- 
sential ingredient of the edible birds- nest soup. 
The flesh that was supposed to have fallen from 
the clouds in Kentucky is the flesh-colored Nostoc 
(N. carnenm of the botanist); the flavor of it ap- 
preaches frog or spring chicken legs, and is greed - 

ly devoured by almost all domestic animals. 

Such supposed showers” are not rare, and are 
entirely in harmony with natural laws. In the East 
Indies the same Nostoc is used as an application in 
ulcers and scrofnions disease, while every nation 
in the East considers it nourishing and palatable, 
and uses it even for food when dried by sun heat. 

Therefore, this Kentucky “shower” was not 
caused by engorged buzzards flying over that 
particular place and disgorging themselves 
while in the air. There is also a certain kind of 
Nostoe (Fremella Nostoc), a greenish, gelatin- 
ous, translucent plant, that develops rapidly 
after rain, in wet places. It is a species of Alga, 

and is st supposed to be fallen stars; 
hence called star-jelly, and it is also called 
witches’-butter. E. A. M.

The Criminal Court yosterday morning was 
invested wth more than ordinary interest, 
The indicted County Commissioners had been

Sending American Invalids 
to Europe. 


Sea-Sickness and Sea-Air---Fires 
in London. 


The English People No More Healthy 
than the American. 


Brother Jonathan’s Insatiable Desire 
for Dough. 


Spectal Correspondence af The Tribune. . 
Lerpzie, Saxony, June 1.—It is quite common 
for American physicians to send wealthy invalids 
to Europe, under a general impression that sea- 
sickness and ,European air are conducive to 
health; and for parents and guardians to send or 
bring young folks to the Old World for educa- 
tion. Aslam chiefly interested in Europe for 
its influence on my own any native land, I see 
most carefully those parte which touch us, and 
am fully convinced that the sea-sickness theory 
is based on false ground. It belongs to the kil’- 
or-cure practice, for it is not true that “ No one 
dies of sea-sickness."’ 
PEOPLE DO DIB OF IT, 
and the exhaustion occasioned by it. In my very 
limited intercourse with the people of England, 
I met the nearrelations of two persons who 
had died of sea-sickness. They spoke of these 
deaths as nothing uncommon, and were quite 
surprised at my surprise, 

There was no very bad case on our ship, but, 
from what I saw and felt, I was easily convinced 
that our theory of its bencficial effects isa mis- 
take. If any sickness kills, I see no reason why 
it should not. It is such a shock to the nervous 
system that to send a delicate invalid on a voy- 
age which precludes escape for days or weeks, is 
like the expedient of a Pittsburg doctor 
of the olden time, called in to 
aco. a woman wo had fallen into 
a lethargy, when her life demanded the full ez 
ercise of all her vital forces, The case waa des- 
perate, and the doctor ditto, Bo he flew into a 
rage with the two doctora who had not sent for 
him sooner, stormed and swore like a trooper, 
took up a lighted candle, set the bed-curtains 
on fire, and, in a towering passion, ordered the 
patient te getup!" He burned the curtaina, 
dente doctor eprawling over a chair, threw the 
whale house inte wild excitement, and saved 
two imperiiod lives, The treatment waa de 
cldedly Horne and Waa recalled to my mind 
hy seeing delleate invalida, eapecially one 
with “enlarged bloodeVessela at the base 
of the brain,” enduring the prolonted 
convulatonea of aeaealehiions da a medival 12 
fon, Buch treatment tay be benefieial, but tt

AS FOR THE HENKFIT OF BRA-AIR,

fow hours out of the twenty-four; for rain, or 
cold, or need of reat, soon drives the most cour.

resemblance to the atmosphere of the pot- 
closet under a kitchen-sink, as to ocean-breeses, 

Those who do come should be careful not to 
arrive in Liverpool before the 10th of May; for 
an English and German April ts the American 
article leveled up, or down, or rolled out flat, 
There are no heights and depths, no hills or val- 
leya, in, it; no freezing at night, and petting 
next day; but geod, steady, substantial cok 
weather, with snow, and sleet, and rain, and 
Artesle, and damp, which goes lato the bone. 
Then, because it is April, and the grass is grow- 
ing, no calculation is made to warm a car, even 
by means of the box of hot water which is fur- 
nished in winter; and as for warming houses, 
the — 2 people have no means adapted to 
this end. 

The immovable chimney-pots of London show 
that each room may have e Of its own, and 
that abgut one in twent have such orna- 
mental furniture. Get o wide in your room, 
and it consists of a shuvetrus of coals in a te 
large enough to hold a bushel, set into a chim- 
ney curiously constructed, with a view to pre- 
venting the escape of heat into the room, and 
that of smoke up through the nice, clean chimney- 
pot. A London fire is very pretty, and it is nice 
to sit or lie and watch it burn, if only one can 
contrive to 

KEEP WARM DURING THE OPEPATION. 
One feels that coal is dear, and wonders how 
long the supply will last to 7 up the manu- 
factures of the country. It is delivered in canvas 
sacks, at about 814 a ton, not to the poor only, 
but to hotels, and large, fashionable houses, 
and burns more like wood than any of our 
American coals. The smoke is not black like 
that of our bituminous; the soot amuses 
itself gumming up flues, instead of dancing off 
through the air like thistle-down lighting on 

ople’s noses and immaculate shirt-fronts, ala 
— lamp-black. London soot knows its 
place, nows that that place is in the 
chimney; and when ft. gets 
it sticks, and stays, and grows, an 
hardens, and accumulates, until it stops up the 
aperature, or the’wretched little sweeps go up 
with their scrapers and dislodge it. But an 
American invalid who cannot keep warm by 
watching the smoke, and speculating on the 
properties of heat, had better gn! at home un- 
til May has warmed up the Island of Great 
Britain. This done, the Climate would 2 ö 
be advantageous to most of our sick folks; and, 
apart from this question of warmth, nothing can 
exceed English hotels for comfort. But the 
ple of Live Wand London, and the sta- 
ions between, do not look much, if any, more 
robust than the folks in American cities and 
towns. They appear to me as if 

ALL THE UBALTHY FOLKS HAD THE GOUT, 
and the others as fair a chance for consumptive 
grades as is at all consistent with faith in the 
superiority of thelr climate. Gout among, En- 
glish preachers, ie as prevalent as bronchitis 
with ours; while hollow chests and round shoul- 
ders appear to follow clerkships on both aides of 
the Atlantic,

diet has more to do with our sy tye than all 
other causes, and that nothing else in it is half 
so fatal as our dough. We are ually waking 
up to the idea that hot bread is not wholesome, 
and neither is it; but we donot get so far as hot 
bread, or bread of any kind! We take our 
breadstuffs in the shape of dough,—hot dough 
and cold dough,—dough stirred with a spoon, 
and dough kneaded by hands or machines,— 
dough leavened by the fermentation of acids and 
alkurfes, and dough raised by yeast,—dough of 
fine family flour, and dough of Graham meal,— 
baker’s dough, and Bridget’s dough,— 
ALL SORTS, AND SHAPES, AND S1ZE8 OF DOUGH ! 

Heads of families demand dough more ur- 
gently than sewed-on buttons, because they are 

n a hurry to dispatch meals, and have not time 
to masticate bread,—have no more leisure for 
such nonsense than an anaconda has for chew- 
ing rabbits. Their barrel of flour must go into 
their stomachs in smooth, solid, gelatinou 
lumps, and get out of there as best it can; an 
they may goto any partof the world they 
please, and there swallow their flour in that 
same form, and they will take all their diseases 
with them, in defiance of any climate the Lord 
ever made. 

It is now two full months since we left New 
York, and, with the exception of the breakfast- 
rolls for three days out, and those large loaves 
at The Midland Grand,“ I have not seen an 
ounce of dough served up as food, while at home 
very seldom found — other apol for 
bread: and lam convinced that the difference 
between the health of Europeans and Americans 
lies in their bread much more than theirclimate. 
What we call bread is too much fermented and 
too little baked. It is made into loaves too 
large for the heat to strike through and cook 
the centre, and is too closely packed inthe oven, 
and taken out before the animal or vegetable 
life apne bY fermentation has been thor- 
oughly distroyed and the gases expelled. Then 
it is swallowed when it is 

POSITIVELY POISONOUS, 
and, instead of being the staff of life, becomes 
the shaft of death, 

For an American invalid who cannot get bread 
at home, —and it did seem to me impossible, 
except when I baked it,—it would be worth 
while to brave the horrors of an ocean voyage to 
try the experiment of eating that article regu- 
larly three times a day, without thought or care 
on the subject, He can get it in any really En- 
giish or German hotel, I am sure, for I have 
made diligent inquiry; and those who have 
been in France say itis universal there,--ever 
since Napoleon First tore the epaulets from an 
officer's shoulder and sent him to the ranks for 
furnishing dough in the army,

Royal family are to be called Imperial“ except 
when they happen to be in India. Immediately 
after the passage of the title-conferring act those

A SUPERSTITION OF TITER MOSEL. 

Col. Waring's “ Bride of the Rhine," in Seri 
ner for July, has the following: At Konts and 
Sierck there is still observed a curious usage 
that dates back to immemorial antiquity. On 
the evening of St. John's day, June the vil- 
lagors roll a burning wheel from the heights 
of the Stromberg, that rises behind the village, 
down the steep hillside to the Mosel. The be- 
ginning of the festivities is announced by the 
firing of guns from the Mairie of Sierck at 10 
o’clock. Then go numberless troops up the 
Stromberg, on the top of which a bonfire is 
lighted. A straw-bound wheel in full blaze 
is rolled down, guided at first by the 
mountain boys with sticks. The others make 
torches of the remain straw, which the 
swing with joyous cries. e women and gir 
stand by the mountain-brook well; the men and 
boys aré keeping the fire on the height or guid- 
ing the rolling of the wheel. If this runs be- 
yond the well, Kontz gets from Sierck a cask of 
white wine; if it stops short of that point, Sierck 
gets from Kontz a basket of cherries; if it 
reaches the Mosela good vin is predicted 
for the coming harvest. The excitement is great 
and boisterous, and the people come from miles 
around. Every bauer of Kontz is bound at 
the preceding harvest to mow away selected 
straw for the binding of this wheel. Should 
he neglect this, every evil that befalls him 
during the following year is ascribed to his 
neglect. Itis even eved that, were the 
usage neglected for a single year, a plague 
would fail upon the cattle of the whole village. 
This rite is supposed to have descended from 
the ancient fire-worship of the heathen days.

7. And as you are intimately — — with 
Mr. Moody, whose efforts are largely directed to 
the building up of Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciations, permit me to ask whether you under- 
stand that Mr. Moody desires that pious young 
men who are endeavoring to lead unblamcable 
Christian lives should be excluded from the full 
privileges of membership in the Y. M. C. A. be- 
cause they do not accept any particular sec- 
tarian statement of doctrine?

ITS PROGRESS IN THE UNITED STATES IN NINETY- 
TWO YEARS, 


The Catholic World draws the following con- 


United States in 1784 and in 1876, which is well 
worthy perusal: 
1874. 


At the close of the war which secured our pa- 
tional independence and created the republic, the 
Catholic Church found herseif, for all practical 
purposes, unfettered and froe to enter "> a field 
which to her, we may wh wasnew. Ai that time 
there were in the whole country not more than 
40,000 Catholics and twenty-five pricsts. In all 
the land there was not a convent or a religious 
community. There was not a Catholic school; 
there was no Bishop; the sacraments of confirma- 
tion and of Holy Orders had never been admin- 
istered. The Church was. witbout organization, 
having for several years had no intercourse with 
ite immediate head, the Vicar-Apostolic of 
London; it was without prope * with 
the exception of some land in aryland, 
which, through a variety of contrivances, had been 
saved from the rapacity of the colonial persecutors; 
and, surrounded by a ted Protestant popula- 
tion, ignorant of all the Catholic glories of the 

t, it was aleo without honor. ut faith and 
ope, which with liberty ought to make all thinys 
sible, had not fled, and soon the budding pront- 
se of the future harvest lifted ite timid head be- 
neath the genial sun of a brighter heaven, The 

rieste of Maryland and Pennsylvania addressed u 
etter to Pius VI., praying him to appoint a Pre- 
fect-apostolic to preside over the Church in the 
United States; and as the Holy See was already de- 
liberating upon a step of thie kind, Father Carroll 
was made superior of the American clergy, with 

wer o administer the Sacrament of confrma- 

on. This was in 1784. 

The priests, who at this time, for fear of wound- 
ing Protestant susceptibilities, thought it inexped!- 
ent to ask fora Bishop, were now, after longer de- 
liberation, persuaded thatin this they had erred, 
and they therefore named a committee to present 
& petition to Rome, praying for the erection of an 
Episcopal See in the United States, The Holy 
Father having signified bie willingness to accede to 
this proposition, and it having been ascertained, 
too, that the Government of this country would 
‘make no objection, they at once fixed upon Balti- 
more as the most suitable location for the new See, 
and presented the name of Father Carroll as the 
most worthy to be ite first occupant. The Papal 
bulls were dated Nov. 6, 1789, and upon their re- 
ception Father Carroll sailed for England, where 
he was consecrated on the 15th of August, the 
Feast of the Assumption, 1790. 

1876. 


The 15th of next August eighty-six years will 
have passed since the consecration of Bishop Car- 
roll, and to this period the organized efforts of the 
Church to secure a position in this country are con- 
fined. The work then begun has not for a moment 
been intermitted. In the midst of losses, defcats, 

reecutions, anxieties, doubts, revilings, calum- 
nies, the struggle has stillboencarriedon. .. . 
With the more thorough organization of diocescs 
and congregations, parochial schools became prac- 
ticable, and the great progress made in Catnolic 
elementary education is one of the most significant 
and reassuring facte connected with the his- 


tory of the Church in the United States. 
The number of pupils in our rochial 
schools was, in 1873, 380,000, and -day it 


is probably not much short of halfamillion, which, 
however, is even less than half of the Catholic 
school population of the entire country. But the 
work of building schools is still progressing, and 
the conviction of the indispensable necessity of 
religious adacation is growing with botb pricsts 
and people; so that we may confidently hope that 
the time is notvery remote when in tais country 
Catholic children will be brought up only in Catholic 
schools. By establishing protectories, industrial 
schools. and asylums we are growing year after 
year better able to provide for our orphan children. 
The want of priests, which has hitherto been one 
of the chief obstacles to the progress of the Church, 
is now felt only in exceptional cases or in new or 
thinly-settled dioceses. A hundred years ago there 
were not more than 25 priests in the United States; 
in 1800 there were supposed to be 40; in 1830 the 
number had risen to 232; and in 1848 to 890. In 
ten years, from 1862 to 1872, the number of priests 
was more than doubled. having grown from 2, 317 to 
4, 809. The lack of vocations to the priesthood among 
native Americans was formerly a subject of anxiety 
and also of frequent discussion among Catholics in 
thie country; but now it is generally admitted, we 
think, that if proper care is taken in the education 
and training of our youths, a sufficient number of 
them will — — willing to devote themselves to

ate attempt to make one drunk in order that in 
this helpless condition there may be a ludicrous 
or shameful exposure of his person, All will 
mimit that hearticas and gratuitous wickedness 
like this is every way worthy of man's abhor- 
rence and God's inalediction, But it cannot fairly 
be made to include what is called the soctal 
ery offered in kindness, however mistaken 
hat kindness may be. 

But the words of Habakkuk, by the consen- 
tient voice of almost all critica and expositors, 
vewish and Christian, are not to be literally un- 
derstood, The prophet is not referring directly 
to his countrymen; he ie not rebuking personal 
or suclal immorality; but ts setting forth ina 
series of rapid exclamatory utterances the sin 
and the doom of the national foe. Babylon is 
personified as a proud man, with an appetite for 
conquest as insatiable as the grave, bent upon 
heaping together all nations and peoples as his 
tributary subjects. These,in turn, are set forth 
10 — 2 apostrophtzing his utter failure in 
the end. oe to him that multiplies what does 
not belong to him! The spoiler shall himself be 
despoiled.- Woe to him that covets continual ac- 
cessions for his own aggrandizement and safety. 
He sins against his own soul; forthe stone shall 
cry out of the wall and the beam out of the tim- 
ber shall answer it. Woe to him that builds his 
city with blood and cements it byiniquity! The 
labor is fruitless and the toiling myltitudes only 
become fuel for the fire. Woe to bim that 
makes his neighbor drunk with the cup of wrath, 
s0 that the poor victim lies helpless, exposed, 
and degraded! The insolent conqueror shall in 
his turn be subject to the same fate. He too 
shall drink a cup of wrath from the Lord’s right 
hand, shall lie out in ignominious exposure, and 
shall have his glory covered with shameful spew- 
ing. 

A this last instance the 16th verse fixes 
beyond question the meaning of the 15th. 
Nothing is more common than the statement of 
God's anger as a cup put to the lips of his foes. 
Babylon had made Judea drunk with the wine- 
cup of fury, so as to triumph over the naked- 
ness and prostration of the covenant people. 
Now she herself was to undergo the very same 
treatment at the hands of Jehovah, and her 
overthrow would be even more complete and 
shameful. 

The text, therefore, “Woe unto him that 
giveth his neighbor drink,“ etc., is figurative and 
not literal; prophetic, and not didactic, national, 
and not individual, It, consequently, has no ap- 
plication to convivial customs and should not be 
so quoted. Nothing is gained, but much is lost, by 
forving Scripture out of its connection and giv- 
ing it an application which there is reason to be- 
lieve was never intended by the human author, 
or the Divine Spirit who spoke through his lips. 

But the remanding of this much-abused text 
to its appropriate place and relations by no 
means justifics the indiscriminate offer of in- 
toxicating liquors to all persons and under al) 
circumstances. Drunkenness is such a dreadful 
sin, and yet a habit so easily acquired, that all 
reasonable, not to say Christian, people will hx 
very chary of doing anything, even under the 
plea of hospitality or courtesy, which may causc 
any one to take the first step on the down- 
road. In every litcrature, ancient 
and modern, the social glass and the 
flowing bowl are wreathed around with the 
chuicest flowers of poctry, and not without 
some appearance of reason; but the wise man 
assures us: At the last it biteth like a scr- 
22 and stingeth like an adder ’’—Latet ang ui 
n poculo. The prudent course, therefore, is to 
treat it as we are advised to treat contention— 
Leave it off before it be meddled with.“

RELIGIOUS MISCELLANY. 
TUE CHURCH IN GENERAL. 

Fifty years ago New York had only three 
Catholic churches; now it has nearly fifty. 

Among the graduates of the Boston Theo- 
logical Seminary (Methodist), whose commence- 
mont was held last week, was one woman. Two 
more women are members of the school. 


The Rev. G. R. McCall estimates the numba 
of Baptists of every name and color in Georgi. 
at 188,435, and the Methodists in the same Stat. 
are reported to number 152,015. Some one has 
act the Methodist figures above the Baptist, and 
Mr. McCall was bound to defend his creed and 
calling, as he docs. 

Twenty-five years ago in the Diocese of Con- 
necticut there were but 110 clergymen of all 
grades, now there are 200. Two hundred and 
twenty-four candidates for holy orders have 
been ordained during this quarter century of 
Bishop Williams’ Episcopate, 332 clergymen 
have been dismissed to other dioceses, and 250 
received from other dioceses; 43 have died, and 
2 have been dismissed from the ministry. 


The Annual Convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Diocese of Connecticut opened in 

aterbury, June 18. Bishop Williams, in his 
annual report, §stated that he had visited 125 
parishes during the year, had delivered 385 ser- 
mons and addresses, and confirmed 1,374 - 
sons,—the largest number ever confirmed in a 
single year. Seventeen persons have been ad- 
mitted tothe order of deacons, and ten deacons 
advanced to the priesthood. 


Just at present the Strong Place Baptist 
Church, Brooklyn, is agitated with a question 
that seriously affects its well-being and future 
prosperity,—namely, the calling of a minister to 
fill the pastorate left vacant b the resignation 
of the Rev. Galusha Anderson, D. D. Dr. Way- 
land Hoyt, of Boston, its former pastor, is 
sought by the majority, but a respectable mi- 
nority don’t want him again because of his man- 
ner of leaving them im 1873.

UMAMPIONS OF THE SPIRIT, 

The Pall Mall Gazette of June 5 says: “The 
German travelers, Dr. Radae and Dr. Slevera, 
have published an account of their journey in 
the Caucasus last year, in which there is a curt- 
ous description of a Russian sect called the 
Duchobory, or ‘Champions of the Spirit.’ This 
sect was founded in the middle of the last cen- 
tary by a discharged soldier in the Government 
of Kharkoff. In 1768 the Duchobory openly an- 
nounced to the authorities at Tamboff that they 
would not in future make use of any churches, 
sacred pictures, or religious forms or symbols 
ot any kind whatever, but only pray to the in- 
visible God.’ As this sect not only aimed at the 
destruction of the State Church, but threatened 
to cause serious disturbances among the peo- 
ple, its members had to suffer much perse- 
cution under the Government of the Empress 
Catherine: and they were so badly treated 
by the members of the orthodox faith that they 
emigrated in a body to the Government of Tau- 
ris, where they were permitted by the Emperor 
Alexander I. to settle in a district of Malotch- 
naya. Here the Duchobory became very pros- 
perous; and under a ukase of the year 1816, 
which publicly recognized their blamelss lite, 
they were allowed to remain unmolested till 
ivav, Wacu tee Euperor Nicovlas ordered them 
to be sent into Transcaucasia. They are now liv- 
ing in eight settlements on the Turkish frontier. 
They have no churches, preachers, or forms of 
prayer. They do not make the sign of the 
cross, and their only hymns are a series of prov- 
erbs, which are transmitted verbally from gen- 
eration to generation. Their prayer-meetings 
take place in a private house. They sit down, 
the men on one side and the women on the oth- 
er, and sing their hymns singly or in chorus; af- 
ter which they bow, shake hands, and embrace 
each other. The ‘chief adviser’ of the commu- 
nity is now a widow of 30, named Lukeria Was- 
silewna Tolmashowa.” 

D&EVUTING THEIR LIVES. 

The New York Sun has the following descrip- 
tion of the reception of a number of young 
women into the novitiate of the Good Shepherd 
nuns, June 21: 

The altars blazed with lights and the air was filled 
with the perfume of flowers as the vast concourse 
ef guests filled every available place in the Chapel 
of the Good Shepherd Convent yesterday, for ten 
of the postulants were to receive the white robes 
which typify the vocation of these noble women 
who live only to rescue the outcagts and fallen of 
their sex.

The Lady Buperioe, with her assistant, conducted 
the ten tastefully-attired young ladies into the 
chapel and knelt before the altar. All eyes were 
bent upon the knecling forms of the postulants in 
their trailing dresses of white cashmere, over which 
floated long illusion veils surmounted by wreaths 
of delicate white flowers. 

When the hymn was ended the officiating clergy- 
man, the Rev, Father Durthaler, gave to cach of 
the a a lighted wax taper as a symbol of 
the light to which Jesus Christ called those whom 
He desired to serve Him in the cloister. He then 
asked thom what they desired, and they replied 
with one accord that they desired to receive the 
holy habit of religion, and learn the rules and 
observances.of the Good Shepherd Order.“ 

After exhorting them to listen tone words of 
Holy Writ which bid» the zealous Jul forget her 
people and her fathers house if she will espouse 
ner Lord, he asked them If 72 persisted in their 
demand, when they replied that they did, and 
hoped through the grace of God,.to continue faith- 
ful to Him all the days of their lives, 

They then left the chapel while the choir sang: 
How lovely are Thy Tabernacles, O Lord of Hosta. 

The priest then blessed the serge robes that were 
to take the place of their worldly attire, These 
robes were carried to them, and they returned 
clothed in them with burning tapers in thelr handa, 
and knecling before the altar, sang: 

I have despised the kingdom of this world 
And all the vain «plendors of the age. 

When the choir had responded the priest gave the 
scapular to each as an emblem of the yoke of Jesus 
Chriat; the white vell to hide her from the world, 
and as a type of that purity which she must always 
aspire to; the rosary as a sign of conse- 
cration to the Blessed Virgin; and the 
long, white mantle as a type of that spotless 
robe worn by the throng who follow the Lamb 
whitherseoever He goeth; and, last of all, the new 
name, sign of v.ctory to those who overcame the 
world, the devil, sin, and themselves. Benedic- 
tion of the Blessed Sacrament closed the ceremony, 
and the numerous friends of the young novices 
speedily filled the parlors to offer their congratula- 
fons and partake of a collation. 

The recipients of the white veil are known to the 
world as the Misses Mary A. Healy, Mary Broder- 
ick, Ellen Walsh, Delia Conolly, Mary Kelly, Liz- 
zie Falvey, Mary Carbon, Ellen Whelan, Rosanna 
Kiernan, and Sarah Cgine; the new names they re- 
ceived are, respectively, Sisters Mary of St. Wini- 
sred, St. Elizabeth. St. Euprasia, St. Clement, St. 
Beatrice, St. Pia. St. Serapbine, St. Bibiana, St. 
Regina, and St. Rita. 

THE CATHOLIC CHURCH AND THE REPUBLIC.

Fanatics 
on one hand, and infidels on the other, may 
warn, may threat, and may attempt to keep 
them apart by conspiracy and persecution, but 
in vain, for Gol, in whose providence they are 
destined to be united, will not be frustrated by 
the puny efforts of His enemies to keep them 
asunder. Out of this glorious wedlock will 
spring forth children whose lives will be of the 
highest type of Christian manhood, and whose 
civilization will be the most glorious develop- 
ment of God's kingdom on earth.—The Catho-

LOAN MARKET. 
THERE IS LITTLE CHANGE IN THE SITUATION. 

The number of applicants for loans was less 
than for the previous weck the amount being 
of a slightly heavier ¢ „but not so much 
heavier as to call for any special comment. 
Ai ongst the important transactions mentioned 
below is one for $15,000—at 7 per cent. This is 
understood to be for the purpose of securing an 
accrued indebtedness, and cannot, therefore, be 
quoted as indicating any weakening in the rate 
of interest. Responsible parties arc offering 
money at 7 per cent for amounts of $25,000 and 
upwards with 2}¢ per cent commission, and find 
no takers. These terms demand first- 
class security, and as we have seen. first- 
class security paying 8 and 9 per cent 
interest and 5 cent commission 
we are naturally inclined to doubt the enter - 
prise of Chieago borrowers. There is undoubt- 
edly a plethora of money secking employment. 
One of our oldest and most respectable loau- 
agencies has had money offered them to a very 
large amount the past week or two, for invest- 
ment in Chicago real-estate loans, and refused 
it on the ground that it could not be profitably 
employed, In all loans there is of course a risk 
of trouble arising from non-payment of interest 
and consequent foreclosure proceedings. But 
this is aggravated in Chicago from the persisten- 
ev with which property-owners fight their taxes.

REAL ESTATE. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CHIcaGo, June 23.—Since the panic of 1873, 
real estate has been in a comparatively depress- 
ed condition. This depression has. been aggra- 
vated by the persistent efforts which some per- 
sons in the community are continually making 
to throw discredit on real property, in this city, 
and create the impression that but very 
littie of unimproved property could be 
bought and improved so as to pay auy- 
thing like a reasonable return as income on the 
instrument. Now, while prices are lower than 
they have been in the times anterior to 1573, 
and in some exceptional cases will sell for only 
about one-half oi those prices, still there isa 
large amount of property which fully maintains 
the old standard. Ihis is more especially ‘true 
of residence property, ranging from $50 to $125 
per foot. Property of this description at the 
present prices of material and labor can be un- 
proved so as to pay from to 10 per cent net on 
the outlay. The fire and combined have so 
far affected the finances and condition of the 
wealihier merchants of the * that the de- 
mand for the more valuable lots and costly 
houses has been very largely diminished, but as 
this more expensive class of residence property 
is not bought or improving with reference to 
income returns, it does not figure much in 
reference to real value, which in a great ma- 
jority of cases is indicated by the rents orincome 
derived from the investment. There is plenty 
of land which can be bought to-day and im- 
proved so as to pay 10 per cent net even in 
these dull times, with the chances in reserve of a 
rise of value in the land, greater cost hereafter 
in building, and consequently enhanced rents. 
In reference to sales of business property, cen- 
trally located, which have been effected oi late, 
it will be found that, where a proper reduction 
has been made on the value of the improve- 
ments to conform to the present scale of 
prices, it leaves the price obtained for the land 
as high as it has ever been. ‘lake for example 
the store on the northeast corner of Madison 
and State streets, recently sold for 6190, 000. 
This has a frontage of 5844 feet on State street, 
and the depth about 165 feet. A store of a 
style suitable for the location, and with the 
same room and tles for conducting the 
business carried on, could be built for about 
$50,000. This would give a trifle over $2,500 
per foot front for the land, which is quite as 
much as it would have brought in the palmiest 
days of speculation. This certainly 
show much decline in value. Some property not 
only maintains its value fully, but has very 
largely advanced. Madison street, west of La- 
Salle to the South Branch, brings as much 
to-~lay as it ever did, and twice what it would 
have Brought before the fire. After the panic 
of 1857 property was also in a very depressed 
congition. But the existing state of affairs now 
are widely different. In b we had a popula 
tion of less than 100,000. Now we have over 500, 
000. The crisis of 57 was aggravated by two 

ears of successive bad crops followin 
15 88 and 50, but the other collapse o 
our State currency of thirty millions in 
60, and the anxiety and depression grow- 
ing out of the prospect of a civil 
war which threatened our very existence 
as a nation. In 57 the country tributary to 
Chicago waa deeply in debt and embarrassed by 
poor crops and heavy mortgages, but to-day the 
same country is in an eminently sound positior 
and will force Chicago ahead whether she wil 
or not; add to these considerations the fact that 
we have a circulating medium abundantly 
sufficient for ali our purposes and amounting to 
800 or 900 millions, while tn 57 there was not 
much more than one-third of this amount in 
existence, and it would seem as if every cir- 
cumstance of the present condition pointed to 
the soundness of investments in real estate, 
particularly when prices have run down to 
the present low level. There is no city in the 
Union of the same size whose brilliant pros- 
pects in the future can be compared with those 
of this city, and. at the same time, there is no 
city where the prices are so low. Allusion is 
here made to good property inside, as well as 
that on the immediate outskirts of the portion 
of the cy now well built up, and which, from 
the natural increase of population, must soon 
be reached and surroun by improvements. 
If parties chose to go 1 or 2 miles outside 
of the fringe of the close settlement, it is simply 
speculation and must result as most specula- 
tions do, with a few prizes and a great many 
blanks. It is not surprising that in cities like 
Boston, where business property has sold at $50 
per square foot and residence eo 1 at $20 
per square foot, or in New York where business 
property has brought $10,000 per foot front and 
residence property $4,000 per foot front, that a 
fearful revulsion should take place in the for- 
tunes of those whose means are invested in real 
property. These prices range from five to ten 
times as high as similar property would bring 
at any time in Chicago, and we feel at once that 
there is something forced and unnatural in such 
a scale of values, and are not surprised that a 
panic causes a fearful loss. In Chicago 
the prices of unimproved real estate has 
never been extravagant, and there is no 
sound reason why any material decline should 
take place. Real estate at this present time 
offers the best opportunity for an investment 
thet is open. No one thinks of railroads. 
Manufacturing stocks are decidedly off in color, 
the departments of business are well filled up 
with capital, Governments are limited in amount 
and high in price, and yet the yearly accumula- 
tion of saved capital, amounting, as is sup 
to from 500 to 800 millions, must find invest- 
ment somewhere, and it will find it, seoner than 
most people imagine, in the property which is 
the only permanent foundation of our prosperi- 
ty, and that is real estate, Under such a con- 

ition of things the good time coming cannot 
be far distant, and those who have idle funds 
may after a few months regret that they were 
not ready enough to appreciate the situation 
and improve the chances now offering for a sure 
and profitable investment. eee, .

A CRY FOR BREAD. 


Troubles of the Workmen on the 
Fullerton Avenue Conduit. 


Unfortunate Complications Between 
the City and the Contractors. 


The story of the Fullerton avenue conduit 
will undoubtedly be some of the most interest- 
ing reading in the history of the public works of 
Chicago up to date. 

The present contractors are Fitzsimons & 
Connell. Those parties signed a contract with 
the Board of Public Works to do the work after 
the most approved fashion. Among other 
things, it was specified: That both the land 
portion and the lake portion should be of brick- 
masonry, 16 inches in thickness; the masonry to 
be of hard-burned, clear-ringing, well-formed 
bricks, free from lime, of the sized used for con- 
struction of sewers in the city; the brick to be 
laid in the best cement-mortar, in four rings or 
shells, to run longitudinally with the conduit, 
with the edges toward the centre, and with 
toothing joints; the cement to be 
equal to that known as the best 
0 Clark’s LaSalle, of past years, 
and not merely the best that may happen to be 
in the market for the time being; the mortar 
to be made by mixing two measures of clean, 
sharp sand with one of cement, and used as 
soon as possible after being mixed; the bricks 
must be clean and thoroughly wet if required 
before being laid; those having smooth sur- 
faces to be used on the inside face of the con- 
duit, and to be laid fair and smooth by line, 
and to a true cylindrical form, and so forth. 

To see that all this was done, the Board of 
Public Works 

APPOINTED INSPECTORS. 
The duty of such Inspectors was to report ir- 
regularitles at once. Their names are as fol- 
lows: H. Kroeschell, J. H. — W. Keegan, 
A Steinbach, Mining Inspectors ; +. Hunter, M. 
McGann, and one Barclay, Masonry Inspectors. 

The tirm of Fitzsimons & Connell), having 
given the necessary bonds, entered upon the 
work, agreeing todothe same in conformity 
with the specifications. In the contract it was 

rovided that the contract should not be sub- 
et unless with the written consent of the Board 
of Public Works. The * Engineer says it is 
hardly probable that the Bodrd gave its written 
consent, yet the firm of Fitzsimons & Connell 
entered into an arrangement with another con- 
tractor, Peter Callaghan. According to one of 
the firm, Mr. Callaghan was not a sub-contract 
or, but did what is known as task-work.“ 
MR. CALLAGHAN 
forthwith engaged about fifiy men, to work at a 
given price, alg it hours a day, it being expected 
to accomplish in that time a shift“, —a regular 
day’s work. Barclay was appointed as Inspector 
of this portion of the work. But he disappoint- 
ed the Board of Public Works, it appears. Ir- 
regularities were going on all the time, and 
were never reported. He was, accordingly, dis- 
charged, as, also, were Mr. Callaghan and his 
men. . 
June 16 the Committee on Streets and Alleys 
of the North Division submitted a report to the 
Council, which gave 
THES OPINION OF EXPERTS 

on the work to be that the job in this particular 
section was miserable. The following extract 
from the report will suffice: The suflit, or 
first wing, and also the second wing, were laid 
in cement, and in some places the third wing, 
but, in nearly all cases, the outer or fourth rin 
we found to be perfectly free from cement, an 
the bricks thrown in promiscuously, regardless 
of shape or solidity, and, we think, totaily unfit 
for the pressure that it will likely be subject to 
at some future time; therefore we cannot sce 
any way out of the dilemma but by taking down 
the arch in sections and rebuilding the same, it 
being, in our views, the only practicable way of 
remedying the evil.“ The report was laid over 
and ordered published. 

The work in this section once stopped by 
reason of nun-compliance with the specifications. 
Fitzsimons & Connell, the main contractors, 
refused to pay Callaghan, and, as a consequence, 
Callaghan could not pay his men. Hereupon 
the workmen, the majority of whom have large 
families, conterred among themselves, and have 
determined to 
TAKE UNANIMOUS ACTION TO OBTAIN REDRESS. 
Who is liable in tue prenfises, they do not 
know. They are yet suffering, they declare, for 
the necessaries of life, by reason of the compli- 
cation. 

Ald, Sweeney presented the following petition, 
signed by forty persons, at the meeting of the 
Council last Thursday afternoon: 

To Hie Honor the Mayor and the Common 
Council of the City of Chicago; We, the under- 
signed citizens of Chicago, would respectfully rep- 
resent to your honorable body that we have been at 
work as miners on the Fullerton avenue conduit, 
employed by Peter Callaghan, sub-contractor to 
Fitzsimons & Connell, contractors; further, that 
we are informed that said contractors have been 

aid for their work, etc., by the city, and noW re- 
fase to pay the sub-contractor, Peter Callaghan, 
and that, in consequence of such refusal of pay- 
ment, we, the undersigned, cannot be paid, and 
have to suffer, with our families, for the necessa- 
ries of life. This ie a short and true statement of 
our just cause to your honorable body, and we 
hope that you will take such action in the premises 
as are neceseary for our immediate relief. 

The petition was referred to the Board of 


Public Works. 
MR. CONNELL, | 

of the firm of Fitzsimons & Connell, the main 
contractors, stated that the fault of the matter 
lies with the irresponsible Inspector. It was his 
duty when he discovered any non-compliance 
with the s cations in the work to report at 
once to the Board ef Public Works, from whom 
he had obtained his commission. He did know 
that Mr. Callaghan’s workmen gained between 
one and two hours’ time per day out of a 
„shift of eight hours, which was considered a 
day’s work. That his firm owed Mr. Callaghan 
something, he did not deny, but in the present 
muddie there was no time to think of this mat- 
ter. 

What repairs should be made, what arrange- 
ment, in fact, should be entered into with the 
city, he knew not. As to the sufferings of Mr. 
Callaghan's men and their families, Mr. Connell 
said they were — removed by the firm hiring 
them to remain working on the conduit. 

Mr. Connell, being reminded of the fact that 
in the contract with the Board of Public Works 
it was stipulated that the contract should not 
be sublet, stated that Callaghan was not a sub-

AN AUTHORS’ FETE. 
DESCRIPTON OF A HIGHLY-ENJOYABLE ENTER- 
TAINMENT AT WASHINGTON.

The Woman’s Christian Association of Wash- 
ington is entirely a faith-work,—that is to say, 
there is no endowment; benevolent people give 
as they are inclined, and the general public are 
ready to grant their assistance and liberal 
patronage to the various entertainments ar- 
ranged from time to time by its Board of 
Managers. 

The most successful effort ever made was the 
Authors’ Carnival, held several weeks since. 
An account of an affair that was pronounced 
the most brilliant success of the season, and 
netted $1,800 in these hard times, may be use- 
ful to those whose lot it is always to be apply- 
ing a sugar-coating to the bitter pill of money- 
getting, and making a selfish world believe that 
it is really doing something for sweet charity's 
sake. It is, at all events, a change from the 
worn-out round of strawberry festivals and 
Centennial tea-parties. 

WHEN FIRST PROPOSED 

among the ladics, there was considerable doubt 
about it. No one seemed to know exactiy what 
an Authors’ Fete was; entertainments called by 
that name had been given in Buffalo and Harf- 
ford, but no one could tell precisely how they 
should be arranged. Finally, it was settled that 
each church or club whieb chose to attend to it 
should have a booth, decide on an author, select 
the characters, and be responsible for the man- 
agement, and all expense connected with it. In 
this way, a great many became interested in the 
affair, and considerable rivalry arose among 
those who had the booths in charge,— 
each determining to have her own the most 
attractive. The largest hall in the city was se- 
cured, and numbers of doilar tickets were sold, 
each entitling the holder to an entrance during 
the three evenings, or admitting three people 
on one night only. The day before the Fete 
opened, confusion reigned supreme, the booths 
were in all stages of progress, and the hall had 
the appearance of a young Centennial. Pict- 
ures, ks, curiosities, and costumes were 
coming in; Committees were flying here and 
there; it was all delightful litterary. By even- 
ing, however, everything had assumed its 
proper shape, and the scores of characters were 
ready to receive their numerous expectant 
gucsts. 


KENILWORTH CASTLE 
occupied the upper end of the hall. It was 
painted by a scenic artist, and tastefully dec- 
orated with ivy green. The light within was 
very beautiful, and the whole arrangement quite 
artistic. This was the New-York avenue booth, 
and under the immediate supervision of Mrs. 8. 
M. Fassett, formerly of Chicago. Qucen Mary 
and Qucen Bess were seated in the castle, sur- 
rounded by a goodly company of lords and 
ladies, all in brilliant costume. Many of Scott's 
characters were grouped about the castie. The 
Gypsy Queen was apparently listening to 
the harpist, wulle shyly flirting with 
Rob Roy. Ellen Douglass and Young 
Lochinvar were sipping lemonade. Occasionai- 
ly the sound of the bagpipes was heard above 
the other noises in the hall. Scott's poems and 
yictures, and various souvenirs from Abbots- 
ford, were sold at the fancy table, by young lw 
dies in Highland costume. The booth had 
some surroundings that cast a humorous light 
upon the solid grandeur of Scott's poetry. 
** Ellen’s lle“ was a chandelier supporting a 
number of beautifully-painted wax-candles. 
“The Lay of the Last Minstrel“ was a mam- 
moth nest filled with highlywolored Easter- 
ce. ‘Mountain-Vew —the dea of Mrs. 
Alexander Shepherd was a large crystal basin 
shaped from a single block of ice, and ulled 
with delicious icecream. The dish and its con- 
tents had a mutually cooling influence upon 
each other, and the prismatic colors thrown off 
by the sparkling ice gave a very beautiful effect. 
THE VALE OF CASHMERB, 

The booth that occupied the right-hand cor- 
ner of the hall bore the name of Moore.” It 
was covered with a gorgeously-colored canopy, 
—made, it must be contessed, of strips of bright 
cambric,—and represented the Vale of Casi: 
mere. Lalla Ruokh—a beautiful, dark-cyed 
girl in ravishing attire—reclined upon a divan, 
supposed to be a bank of roses. She was sur- 
rounded by her maids of honor,—a lovely group, 
—and, at her feet, a fair female slave sat fan- 
ning her. The handsomeand cynical Fadladecn 
was there; and just without stood Feramors 
with his gsitar,—* heroic, beautiful, breath- 
ing music from his very eyes,” and 
weaving a spell of enchantment about 
the fair Nourmahal and her ladies. The scene 
was bewitchingly brilliant, and attracted a large 
portion of the audience during each evening. 11 
may be added that the costumes were entirely 
of home manufacture; wedding-veils and 
dresses, pearl necklaces, jewelry of all styles, 
and richly-colored shawls had been solicited 
from every quarter for the evening-toilet of the 
charming Circassian girls; and they were cer- 
tainly displayed to the best advantage.

Paris, June 7.—The season of sunshine, and 
flowers, and birds, is now enticing many away 
from the city’s turmoil. Some gv to old ances- 
tral homes, whose battlements and towers pre- 
sent a dreamy aspect in the midst of relics of a 
former age; others to charming chateaus; whilst 
the fashionable world is in a flutter of prepara- 
tion fur noisy and inconvenient places a la mode, 
where frivolity, ennui, and nullity reign su- 
preme. To the traveler, a voiture,“ France 
presents unrivaled beauty and historical re- 
nown.

HAYES AND WHEELER. 
Special Correspondence ef The Tribune. — 

Mn wann, June 23.—So intense was the 
prejudice of the Wisconsin American Repub- 
licans in favor of Blaine, the nomination of 
Hayes was received with a feeling of disappoint- 
ment. It was not until the subject had been 
tanvassed that confidence was restored. The 
party have now come to their sober second 
thought, and indorse Hayes heartily. The more 
his record is inquired into, the brighter it ap- 
pears, The course of Tus Trisone is now ful- 
ly sustained. Its loyal declaration that it would 
abide by the nomination of the Convention, 
whomsoever it might be, was welcomed with a 
fecling of relief. Its unflinching support 
of good men and sound measures 
has been productive of great good. 
It is now acknowledged the party is no longer in 
a position to be handicapped with heavy weights. 
** Policy, not men, is a watch cry. It is rare, in- 
deed, that policy and men are furnished by 
the same convention. Our people have now come 
round to believe not only that the nomination is 
eminently sound, but that it is the best, and the 
platform the most acceptable, take it all in all, 
given to the nation by the Republican party since 
the time of the martyred President. Wisconsin 
will roll up an old-time majority for the Republic- 
an Presidential ticket. Thousands of Liberals 
will come back to the party. The Democrats have 
at no time been eo doubtful of the result as since 
the Cincinnati Convention. Their hopes were cen- 
tered in the nomination of Blaine and Conkling, 
which would have given them this State toa dead 
certainty.

Here the 
time of founding societies for men, excluding the 
wife (the best part of every true man's life), has 
fied forever. To be successful now, every society 
must have a woman's branch, ora social auxiliary 
department to which the male members bring their 
wives. The happiest results are beginning to ap- 

ar from this —— It is positively transform- 
ng the face of society,—that is to say, social life. 
The husband no longer creates a second home out- 
side his own house; the wife is at his side, as she 
ought to be; she shares his enjoyments, participates 
in his friendships, and binds to her one whose com- 

nionship is best for her, and is necessarily dear, 
bat of which she was once in peril of being de- 
prived. There are few scandals in societies where 
men bring their wives with them to these gather- 
ings. Some already have commenced bringing 
their children also, and anon? whole families 
are to be seen together on soclable“ nights, thus 
imitating but improving on the good old German 
fashion of carrying home with you wherever 


you go. 
THE EPISCOPAL CONVENTION.

OVERFLOWED. 

It is impossible that some part of the city should 
not be submerged when continuous heavy rains 
fall. With copious showers flushing the sewers 
and choking the river, and a strong east wind at 
the same time pushing the lake water up-stream, 
and driving the current upside down, it is inevita- 
ble thatthe pent-up element should burst over 
somewhere. Every spring the cellars on the busi- 
ness streets lining the river are flooded, and this is 
vo well understood that goods that have safely win- 
tered below the water-line are now regularly hauled 
to the surface every spring. Still, circumstances 
often occur to prevent this moving until too late, 
and heavy damages are consequently sustained. 
One merchant was reported as having his stock in- 
jured by river water in his cellar before he could 
get the stuff carried away to the extent of $1, O0 
early this past spring. Others lost in proportion. 

e latest Overflow is reported in the 
region between Fifteenth and Sixteenth streets 
and State street. Here the residents have not only 
suffered actual loss of goods, but were put to the 
queerest devices to retain the occupancy of their 
premises. Plank rafts, logs chained together, and 
crazy old boats, convey tne people from house to 
house, and to and from dryland. This district 
lies low, and will always be subjected to overflow. 
This isa misfortune the residents will have to 
bear without repining, as they know the fact, and 
must go to another locality if oer dislike being 
drowned out. The real trouble is this: whenever 
the tract is submerged, large quantities of sewer- 
age and deposits of filth are left to fester and rot 
on the ground by the receding waters, and dis- 
eases innumerable result. The air is polluted with 
the vilest odors. Itis almost incredible that life 
exists in euch a pestiferous place. Something will 
have to be done about it. it is like preserving a 
fever epot in the midst of our city. 

ANOTHER CATHOLIC CHURCH BUILDING. 

But a few months back I described the opening 
of a new Catholic Church on the West Side. Soon 
after, the news columns contained an account of 
contracts let for the erection of the church of the 
lately-organized Catholic parish of St. Patrick's, on 
the South Side. On Sunday the corner-stone of a 
church recently commenced by the St. Franciscus 
congregation (German) was laid with picturesque 
ceremonies by Vicar-Gieneral Kundig. The Arch- 
bishop, owing to continued indisposition, was un- 
able to be present, although it is well-known the 
intended church has long been a favorite idea of 
the venerable prelate. 

The building will be of stone and w5od, 143 feet 
long, G5 feet wide, and high in proportion, the 
style of architecture being Komanesque. The 
present structure is removed to the rear, where it 
will be used as aschool-room. On the ceremonial 
day, the corner-stone was surrounded with a taste- 
fully-decorated platform for the clergy and choir, 
shaded with large branches of oak, and plentifully 
tittivated off with wreaths, crosses, festvons, etc. , 
of evergreens. The members of St. Joseph Church, 
of the Society of St. Franciscus, and the Francis- 
can brethren, were present in large numbers. After 
music, pealing of bells, etc., a procession of re- 
ligious people, the Vicar-General bringing up the 
rear, entered the inclosure. The air was full of 
bright banners, contrasting well with the 
deep green of the foliage. The assemblage 
consisted of an immense preponderance of strony, 
coaree German men, women, and children, nearly 
all of the laboring classes, and the balance of depu- 
tations from other societies, and a few biack-coat- 
ed persons who have climbed a few steps up the 
social ladder. After some formalitics, the priests 
walked around the limits of the proposed church- 
walls, and, witha few movements of the hands 
and lips, declared the ground consecrated to the 
worship of God. Then more formalities, and the 
audience subsided, having witnessed a combina- 
tion of scenic effects, lignt and shade, grouping 
and movement, of the most picturesque character. 
The builders of the church hope to have the struc- 
ture inclosed nextfall. They are poor in purse, 
but out of their poverty give largely to the Cugirch. 
The residence will be constructed solely with the 
pennies of the congregation themselves, 

FRAUDS ON THE PUBLIC. 

Horses and cattle, themeelves patterns of sim- 
poy and innocence compared with the race 
owning them, seem invariably to breed in persons 
trafficking in them habits of trickery and roguery. 
It has Jong been apparent that meat animals on the 


way to market are subject to cruel treatment, but 


just how or where has been hard to discover. The 
truth now appears, under a thick coat of soft-soap, 
in the following remarks from the pen of the Live- 
Stock Commissioner of Massachusetts: 

** Passing through your pleasant city on my way 
through the Northwest to see in what manner live- 
stock is cared for by railroad companies and by 
the owners of stock, and what care yard-masters 
give animals in their charge, it was my duty to 
visit the yards in the Menomonee Valley, and I am 
gratified to say that I was agreeably surprised at 
the order prevailing there. Having traveled on all 
the roads bringing live-stock to Chicago, to St. Louis, 
and Kaneas City, within the past uine months, I 
have nowhere found more complete or commodious 
yards than in your city. They are cleanly kepi 
and are supplied with better water and hay than 
any I have found in the West. pe are model 
yards in every respect. I find upon this road, how- 
ever, an abuse on the part of owners of stock, and 
this abuse is Common among owners, and that is 
that they do not let animals have water and food 
on the way, so that the poor brutes may gorge 
themselves at the yards and appear to better ad- 
vantage when put upon the market. This is the 
greatest abuse now exieting among live-stock ship- 

ers, —an abuse that railroad companies are power- 
ess toremedy. That thie abuse should be rem- 
edied, no one will deny, and I hope the press will 
denounce it as it deserves. It is injurious to the 
health of communities in which the stock is con- 
sumed, and should receive the attention of the au- 
thorities here and throughout the State.

THE UNION SQUARE COMPANY. 
“Ferreol” has run its course and been 
withdrawn. It is unquestionably a weak play. 
In the hands of less competent actors it would 
be absolutely a bad play. Only the Union 
Square Company makes it endurable. We say 


the play, under the most favorable circum-, 


stances, lacks vitality and strength; the asser- 
tion carries with it the obligation to explain 
why. Letustry. 

The construction of 
The | curtain rises 


“Yerreol” is faulty. 
on the interior of 
a French lady’s house, in which 
an evening party is being held. The company 
are discussing the merits of a shocking murder 
case, the accused person being a common ac- 
quaintance. This introduction is easy and 
artistic. The spectator feels that he is being 
brought at once to the middle of the story. So, 
indeed, he is. The great misfortune is that, be- 
ing thus happily arrived at the middle, he can- 
not advance at once totheend. The dramatist 
has willed otherwise. He advances, like the 
crab, backwards to the beginning, and does not 
make the circuit to his starting-point until the 
end of the second act. Thence he takes up his 
line of march through two acts more to the end. 
There is thesame kind of ingenuity displayed in 

his backing and filling process that we used 
to hear the voluntcer-iire companics exercised 
in m running to a fire; their motto was, The 
longest way around is the best way to the fire.’’ 
So M. Sardou seems to think the circuitous 
route is the most eifective way of reaching our 

emotions.. He desires to come upon us like a 
thief in the night; to conquer us, who stand like 
the gallant band at Thermopylae in defense of 
our liberties, by finding a secret path and at- 
tacking us in the rear. [is failure is caused by 
hisimpudent assumption that his enemies are 
deaf, dumb, and blind, as well as few in num- 
bers. He doesn’t surprise us. We see from the 
start all! g movements, which are intended to 
be secret; we consult with each other on the 
probable outcome of his expedition; we hear 
the clatter of his camp equipage. The noise of 
his final charge stuns and dismays us; but we 
are overcome at last by forces which might have 
attacked just as effectively in front as in the 
rear. 

It would be instructive, if we had the time and 
space to spare, to estimate bow large a part of 
the first two acts of “Ferreol” is de- 
voted to bare narrative. The is a 
vast amount of story-telling. The 
company tells of the progress of the trial; La- 
vondaud tells Ferreol, newhy-arrived, of the ar- 
rest and indictment of the prisoner; Ferre 
tells Hoberte of the actual scene of the murder; 
Martial tells the Judge of the treachery of his 
(Martial’s) wife. thus arranging a motive for the 
crime as it is finally revealed. Notice at this 
point how closely the dramatist follows the back 
track from the rising of the curtain till its fall 
on the second act. Each story carries us farther 
away from the present, and towards the genesis 
of the crime. With the third act the interest of 
the play begins, and it is fully sustained to the 
end. Admirable work is shown in these two 
acts. The anguish of Aoberte and / cul- 
minates; all the minor personages, who incum- 
bered the previous action, are swept away and 
forgotten. The spectator sees now only the un- 
happy Ferreol, who secks to destroy himself in 
order to save the honor of a woman; that wom- 
an, whohasthe appcarance of being false to 
her husband without the sin of it; that hus- 
band, whose uprightness in ul the official and 

versonal relations of life makes an attack on 
his honor unpardonable and shocking; the true 
murderer, stupefied by liquor and crazed by 
the treachery of a base and heartless woman; 
the public prosecutor, whose nature as a friend 
and man of honor has risen above the barriers 
of official decorum. The situation is thrilling. 

It takes hold of the sympathies of the audience. 
For the sake of it we can almost pardon the 
mortal suffering of two hours of dreary stupidi- 
ties and story-telling which preceded it. But 
we cannot quite bring ourselves to extend this 
plenary indulgence. The impression, even after 
the strong scene at the end, is one of weariness. 
The play is not the thing we wanted. It has 
pleased and displeased us equally. The terms 
of the equation cancel each other, and there is 
no unknown quantity of delight to calculate at 
our leisure. 

It has been said that Sardou, in the construc- 
tion of this play, has adopted a new method. 
Something of the kind there does scem to be. 
When this has been said, however, we are no 
better off than before. Then we decided that 
the construction of the play was faulty; now 
we have only to add that M. Sardou’s new 
method, according to which the play is construct- 
ed, is faulty also. If his method means, as was 
intimated in Tux Triwungz of Tuesday, 
that a climax may be reached by 
advancing from positive dullness to comparative 
interest. or if it means that true dramatic action 
may be assisted by doing a small quantity of it 
up in voluminous wrappings, the sooner M. Sar- 
dou discovers his error the better. What docs 
he intend in this play by thrusting upon us his 
roomfull of people who have nothing to do with 
it, his eccentric juryman, his asinine photograph- 
er, his cousins, and brothers-in-law, and betroth- 
eds, and heaven knows what else! Does he im- 
agine that av audience can find sufficient enter- 
tainment for two hours instudying the relations 
of these people to each other, and examining 
the beautiful dresses which the women wear ? 
Such really seems to. be the infatuation of the 
author. Sardou assumes that narrative has 
been too much neglected as an adjuvant of the 
stage; he has attempted to employ it liberally. 
The consequence is that he has failed and his 
play has failed. If he had condensed the first 
two acts into one, and thrown some vital action 
into that one, he would have produced a play that 
would have added to his reputation, instead of this 
lamentable effort. Nobody wants him to give 
a murder on the stage, or atrial, or any other 
effect in the nature of an anti-climax. But 
there surely must be in existence some fit 
material for first acts; if not, it will be well for 
discriminating people in the future to despise 
the standing warning of the managers, and come 
into the theatre sume hours after the rising of 
the curtain. 

One other defect in “ Ferreol,” and a very 
serious one, we have barely space to mention: 
the scene is laid in the present time. Romance 
is precluded from the start, and the characters 
lose much of the individuality which they 
might possess if they were allowed the assist- 
ance of costume. There is no glamour about 
a dress-coat, except to the unsophisticated 
maiden who delights to study the shoulder 
seams of the interesting garment in the be- 
wildering mazes of the waltz. Pantaloon-and 
pullback-plays may delight this class of women; 
they can never aspire to be ranked with works 
of high art. Melodrama and tragedy have no 
room in their structures for diamond studs and 
Roman gold crosses; comedy offers a sufficient 
field for these aids to modern acting, and with 
comedy they ought to be content. 

, TUE ACTING IN “ FERRBOL.” 

Nothing new can be said af Mr. Thorne’s ad- 
mirable assumption of the titular role. He 
leaves little to be desired. As an artist he, 
stands at the head of the profession in his de- 
partment of it. Miss Jewett's Roberte is not 
perfectly satisfactory, though, as we predicted 
would be the case, she improved decidedly after 
the first night. She has not yet learned that 
last art of the accomplished actress, namely, 
acting in repose.

We are not, moreover, willing 
altogether to acquit Mr. Robson of wrong-doing 
with this part. He overacts it ly. 80 
— an artist ought to be able to distinguish 
tween an eccentric and a comic character. He 
ought also to be able to discriminate the charac- 
ter sharply from the Mfoulinet of Rose Michel.“ 
He does not. The “ Oh Judge, O-o-O Judge, you 
will be the death of me and my worms,” is an 
exact repetition in intonation, voice, lisp, cold- 
in-the-head, gesture, and language of similar 
lines in“ Rose Michel.“ Mr. Robson also vul- 
garizes the character immensely. If Palamedes 
/’errisol has any virtue whatever it is in being 
intensely simple and earnest. There is nothing 
of the buffoon about him. Mr. Robson’s 
grotesque walk and action are therefore simply 
inartistic. His farewell speech to the Judge— 
Ta, ta, Judge; Judge, ta, ta —might find a 
place in comic opera, but has no business in any- 
thing short of burlesque. His playing on words, 
as “I do right; do you think I can’t write?“ is 
trivial and frivolous. The most artistic acting 
in the play is that of Mr. John 
Parselle, of whom we cannot speak too highly 
as the representative of the dignified modern 
gentleman. Thersis no one in the company 
who has finer perceptions or a more perfect art 
than he. His scene with Ferreol and ardaud 
in the last act, when he learns that his wife has 
received the former in her apartments at night, 
is without a flaw. The restraint he exercises 
over himself only throws into stronger relief 
the emotions which he represents as contending 
for the mastery of the man over the Judge. Mr. 
Theodore Hamilton, as Martial, the brutal 
gamekeeper, is quiet and intense. He repre- 
seuts the animal part of the gamekeeper’s na- 
ture to perfection. When he defies /erreol to 
tell the truth, he says, with mingled earnest- 
ness and cunning, „I defy you,” and, shaking 
his hand at Herreol in a quiet and almost digni- 
fied manner, be departs without the scene“ 
which most actors would have insisted on mak- 
ing. Mr. Frederic Robinson plays the part of 
Lavardaud intelligently. His habit of contract- 
ing his eyebrows and frowning violently when- 
ever he is supposed to be moved, agreeably or 
otherwise, is not good art. The other charac- 
ters in root ged do not require special mention. 
We are glad to be able to gay that even the 
very small parts are taken by artists. The 
acting saves the ‘play; not the play the acting.

and in both cities the local House has 
been named after the Paris ‘ Academie (Royale, 
Im e, or Nationale, de Musique.’ No one 
that the Paris Overa-House was 
styled ‘ Academie’ from any horror entertained 
by the French for the word ‘theatre.’ Founded 
ut the middle of the seventeenth century, 
when the opera was just being invented,—or, at 
least, was just being introduced into France,— 
the theatre in which the first musical plays pre- 
sentcd to the French were to be performed re- 
ceived the name of ‘ Academie,’ from the Italian 
‘accademia,’—a concert. This inappropriate 
designation has at last been abandoned. What 
was once the Academie is now the Theatre 
de Opera’; and it is only in the United States 
that an Opera-House is still called an ‘ Academy 
of Music.“

MUSIC IN LONDON. 

We are in receipt of the twenty-fourth issue 
of Rudall, Carte & Co.’s London Musical 
Directory Annual and Almanac, the pages of 
which contain some extremely interesting 
statistics of musical science and business in the 
great metropolis. The figures are so absolutely 
surprising that we have been at the trouble to 


compile a summary showing the vast dimen- 
sions of music as a profession in that 


city. There are 10 professors of music at the 
universities, among them the Rev. Sir F. Y 
Ouseley, G. A. Macfarren, Sir R. P. Stéwart, H. 
8 Oakely, Henry Wyide, Colin Brown, and 
John Ella. There are 7 musicat journals in the 
city, the Musical World, Musical Times; Musi- 
cal Standard, Choir, Orchestra, Musical Record, 
and Concordia. The teachers of the violin 
number 209; viola, 28; cello, 70; céntra bass, 
84; harp, 34; flute, 84; oboe, 25; clarinet, 39; 
bassoon, 22; cornet, 61; trumpet, 17; French 
horn, 45; trombone, 33; drum, 30; euphonion, 25; 
bombardon, 8; voice, piano, and organ, 2,310; 
in all, an array of 2,91 persons teaching music 
in this one city, and — twenty times as 
many studying with them. There are 23 glee 
and quartette clubs that give conce rofes- 
sionally. There are 957 music seliers; 37 music 
printers; 28 string-makers; 10 music-smiths; 4 
plate manufacturers; 20 fret cutters; 11 music- 
stool makers; 11 piano-key makers; 18 piano 
silkers; 32 music-box makers; 8 musical bell 
founders; 143 tuners; 16 music copyisis. There 
are 18 musical institutions; 19 theatres devoted 
to musical performances; 77 amateur organiza- 
tions; and tbe music houses of London printed 
last year 2,722 sheets of new music, vocal and 
instrumental. 
THE LOWER RHENISH FEST. 

A correspondent of the London Times sends, 
June 5, a long account of the first day of the 
fifty-third Lower Rhenish Fest at Aix-la-Cha 
pelle, from which we take the following: 

The chorus contains 102 sopranos, 77 altos, 79 
tenors, and 120 basses: total, 378. The orchestra 
comprises 46 violas, 16 violoncellos, and 12 dou- 
ble basses, with the ‘* wind” doubled (six horns), 
making, inclusive of harpiet and organist, 124 
players, and a total number of 502 performers, 
about the number of those at our Birmingham 
Festivals. The principal soloists are Frau- 
lein Meysenheym (soprano, of the Mun- 
ich era; Fraulein Kin , (contralto), 
from zerlin; Herren Erns (tenor), of 
the Berlin Opera, Wassnofer (baritone), from 
Vienna, Pfeiffer —— from Hildburghausen, and 
Schradleck (violia) from Leipsic: and Madame 
Essipoff (pianoforte), from St. Petersburg.

THE MODEL INSANE ASYLUM. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

COA, June 24.—The management of the 
insane is a subject that appeals to the sympathy 
and interest of every person in the community. 
Insanity is rapidly increasing; the intense 
struggle for wealth and position and the various 
vices that are h outgrowth of our civilization 
are responsibl. in great part, for it; in its visi- 
tations it shows no respect for persons, it 
“knocks as frequently at the palace as at the 
cottage gate,” and if our households have 
hitherto escaped, they are rendered thereby the 
more liable to be among the number from which 
its next victims will be drawn. We have, there- 
fore, a deep personal interest in the matter. In- 
sanity isa curable disease; judicious treatment 
promptly instituted will restore to sanity from 
80 to 90 per cent of recent cases, and within a 
short time; and in the majority of cases no 
treatment is judicious that has not for its basis 
isolation from home influences and mild dis- 
cipline, and these conditions can only be found 
in an institution specially provided. Humanity, 
therefore, demands that these institutions be 
conducted in a skillful and enlightened manner.
